PHE ATTITUDE OF THE DISAPPOINTED 
ETALWARTS — HARDLY RESIGNED TO 
THEIR DEFEAT—CHANGES IN THE STATE 
COMMITTEE — TWENTY ANTI-CONELING 
MEN AND THIRTEEN STALWARTS, 
great deal of talk was indulged in yes- 

terday among delegates to the convention and 

others as to the position of the “‘Stalwarts” and 
their probable action in the ceming campaign. 

Will they support the ticket heartily, or will 

they be lukewarm and indifferent, or, what is 

still worse, will they they take every oppor- 
tunity to “knife it”? These were questions 
that were very generally asked, but to which 
direct and candid answers could seldom be ob- 
tained. That the Stalwarts were grievously 
disappointed, if not angered, at their over- 
whelming defeat was sufficiently evident to 
muy one who opened conversation with them. 
They did not take their defeat with 
that philosophic calmness and resignation 
that would naturally be expected from men 
of their “Stalwart” pretensions. ‘They ap- 
peared to labor under the impression that they 
had e hereditary right to the control and man- 
agement of the party,and when reminded, as 
they frequently were by the victors, that they 
were only swallowing a dose that they had 
mnnually administered to their opponents for 
0 years past, they affected not to see the 
parallel. Invery few instances did they go so 
far as to say that they would not support the 
ticket, and only occasionally were they heard 
to utter the favorite proposition, or threat, of 
disappointed politicians, ‘‘ You tave nomi- 
mated your men, now elect them.”’ As a gen- 
eral thing they contented themselves by say- 
Ing that they were good Republicans, as all 
Btalwarts were, and that they should support 


the Republican ticket as they always had 
done, but they did not propose to spend their 
last cent or to “‘putin the hard work ’’ in the 
coming canvass that they had been wont to do. 

Their position in the Fall campaign and the 
feeling that appears to animate a majority of 
them was expressed very clearly and em- 
phatically by a delegate from Erie County, 
who has long been known as a prominent and 
zealous machine worker in that county: ‘I 
am going to vote for every man on the ticket,” 
said he, ‘and shall give it my hearty personal 
support, and I hope it will be elected. i shall 
see to it that the town in which I live does not 
fall behind the Republican vecte it is accus- 
tomed to give, but 1 shall not do as Ihave 
Hone in years past, travel all over the county, 
night and day, into allthe highwavs and by- 
ways to drum up Republican voters, and then 
hire carriages to take them to the polls on elec- 
tion day. Ihave norightto do it. [am not 
running the ‘machine’ any longer; others 
have taken it out of my hands who think they 
ran do it better. I hope they can, and I pro- 
pose to stand aside and take a few lessons from 
them. ’ 

A Democrat who overheard his remarks 
here interrupted him, and with a view, proba- 
bly, of getting at the true ‘‘inwardness” of 
the speaker’s feelings, offered to bet that the 
Republican ticket would be elected by 25,000 
majority. The Erie Stalwart jumped at the 
‘offer with great eagerness and promptly took 
the bet, and prepared to make the stakes any 
mount from $100 to $500, The Democrat did 
not, of course, put up any money, but merely 
remarked that the ‘‘Stalwarts’’ were very 
gore just now, but they would all get over it 
in a week, and would be found on election 
day working just as hard for the ticket 
ps they ever were. ‘* You have got to do it,”’ 
baid he, ‘‘in self-defense, although, as a Demo- 
erat, I would like to see you all act during the 
canvass as you nowtalk. But who is to be 
benefited, or injured, by the success or de- 
feat of your party in this State at the coming 
election‘ President Arthur and Gov. Cornell, 
fs itnot? They have a deeper interest in the 
result than any half-breed. The President 
don’t want the party in his own State to 
*zo back on him’ at the very outset 
ef his Administration, and Gov. Cor- 
mell, who is seeking a renomination 
mext Fall, cannot afford to have the State 
‘Government go into the hands of his opponents 
mow. You Stalwarts would undoubtedly like 
to have an opportunity to say to the half- 
breeds after election that their incompetency 
and mismanagement had lost the election, and 
that the Stalwarts were the only men capable 
of running a successful canvass; but the stake 
is too important for the Republican Party to 
be jeopardized for the gratification of any 
such petty revenge as that. The Stalwarts es- 
pecially can’t afford it, in view of the fact 
that the President and the Governor both 
belong to their faction. You are-a little 
gore-headed just now, but I don’t take much 
stock in the growlings of sore-heads. You will 
all be together again before election, as you 
niways are, and will work as hard as ever for 
your ticket. At least that is my experience 
svith you fellows, and it is the only thing that 
I,asa Democrat, am afraid of. If you had 
more stability in your anger I would like it 
petter,”’ 

The Stalwart did not pursue the conversation 
nny further, but said that he must be off to 
ratch the train for Buffalo. 

The names of the members of the new 
State Committee were announced so late on 
(Wednesday night that it was impossible to 
mualyze it for the morning newspapers. It 
was seen ata glance, however, that the anti- 
‘Conklirg men were in a majority. As the 
relection of members was made by Congres- 
sional districts, the caucuses which made the 
mominations reflected in a striking manner the 
enti-Conkling feeling throughout the State. 
Mr. Benjamin D. Hicks, an anti-Conkling man, 
who was named from the First District, was a 
member of the last committee. The Second 
District named Mr. Albert Daggett, also an 
wnti-Conkling man, in place of Gen, Jour- 
dan. The Third District, which ig Stal- 
mvart, gets Mr. William Leaycraft as its 
representative. He was a member of the 
last committee. In the Fourth District, Mr. 
Jacob Worth, Stalwart, gives way for Mr. 
Edward Hobbs, an anti-Conkling man. The 
representatives from the Fifth, Sixth, and 

venth Districts, Mr. Pierre C. Van Wyck, 

r. DeWitt C. Wheeler, and Mr Jacob M. 
‘Patterson, Jr., are all Stalwarts, and were 
members of the last committee. A Stalwart 
hus been named from the Eighth District, but 
fMr. Charles Blackie, who represented the 
district last vear, gives place to Mr. Cornelius 
Van Cott. Mr. Jobn McClave, who was the 
ymember last year from the Ninth District, was 
reappointed. The Tenth Congressional Dis- 
trict was represented in the last committee by 
President Arthur. The district association 
managers of the Congresssional district 
Belected as the successor of President Arthur 
Mr. Michaei Cregan. He is, of course, 
pn Stalwart. Last year the Republicans of the 
Eleventh Congressional District named Mr. 
Charles A, Peabody, Jr. This year they have 
named ex-Senator Thomas C, Platt, much to 
the surprise of everybody in the convention. 
The reason for Mr. Platt’s appointment was 
that he was very desirous to be a member of 
the State Committea An effert was made to 
induce the delegates from the Twenty-eighth 
Congressional District to name him, In the 
Tioga County Coavention on Saturday last 
four men were selected who were understood 
to favor Mr. Platt’s nomination for the place. 
‘When the district caucus was held yesterday 
it was found that only three of the four ate 
delegates would vote for him, while 
the only other vote he could get was 
one from Schuyler. Tompkins and Broome 
were against him, Rather than have 
hisa beaten outright, the Stalwarts of the 
Eleventh District decided to select him as 
their representative. Collector Robertson 
keeps his place as the committeeman from the 
Twelfth District, and Mr. B. Platt Carpenter, 
pf the last committee, is returned from the 
Thirteenth District. The Fourteenth District 
selected Mr. Frederick Tomkins, an anti- 
Conkling man, and a member of the last com- 
mittee. Gen. George H. Sharpe, who was 
member of the committee from the Fifteenth 
District, is succeeded by Mr, Theodore C. 
Teale, who is a Stalwart. Mr. John F, 
myth. of Albany, again represents the Stal- 
svarts of the Sixteenth District, and Mr. James 
f.- Smart, ‘who is classed as a Stalwart, 
pnd who was en tha ald aommit- 
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tee, was again selected as the mem- 
ber from the Seventeenth District. Mr. An- 
drew Williams, the new member from the 
Eighteenth District, is an anti-Conkling man, 
and succeeds Mr. Everett C. Baker, a Stalwart. 
Gen. N. M. Curtis, anti-Conkling, is again the 
member from the Nineteenth, while Mr. Charles 
Stanford, Stalwart, of the Twentieth District, 
is retired to make room for Mr. Martin L. 
Stover, an anti-Conkling man. The delegates 
of the Twenty-first District did not retain Mr. 
Edward M. Johnson, Stalwart, as their repre- 
sentative, but named Mr. George W. Ray, an 
anti-Conkling man. The anti-Conkling men 
of the Twenty-second District approved 
of Mr. John W. Vrooman’s course by 
sending him in as their representative. 
Through the uprising of the Republicans in 
the T'wenty-third District, Mr. Arthur B. John- 
son, the Stalwart member from Mr. Conkling’s 
city, has been removed te make way for ex- 
Senator Theodore §. Sayre, an anti-Conkling 
man. Mr. Thomas S. Mott, Stalwart, of the 
Twenty-fourth, is replaced by Congressman 
Joseph Mason, an anti-Conkling man. Mr. 
Abram P, Smith, of the Twenty-fifth, is an 
anti-Conkling man, and succeeds Mr. William 
H. Clark, a Stalwart. Another prominent 
member who has lost his place by the revolu- 
tion against Conklingism is Gen. John N. 
Knapp, of the Twenty-sixth, who is replaced 
by Mr. Harrison Chamberlain, an anti-Conk- 
ling man, and Mr. Kidder M. Scott, Stalwart 
member from the Twenty-seventh, is suc- 
ceeded by Mr. William L. Parkhurst, an anti- 
Conkling man. Mr. Thomas C. Platt, Stal- 
wart, makes room in the Twenty-eighth for 
Mr. H. 8S. Jarvis, a Binghamton anti-Conkling 
man, in the Twenty-ninth Mr. Frank N. 
Barrfey, another Stalwart, is dropped for Mr. 
Horace Bemis, an anti-Conkling man. The 
Stalwarts of the Thirtieth retain their hold of 
the district, but have selected Mr. Cornelius 
R. Parsons in place of Mr. Henry A. De Land. 
The Thirty-first District, last year represented 
by Mr. Henry F, Tarbox, Stalwart, is now 
represented by Mr. James Low, an active anti- 
Conkling man. The Buffalo Stalwarts have 
named Mr. James D. Warren in place of Mr. 
William B. Sirrett, and the anti-Conkling men 
of the Thirty-first District are represented by 
Mr. Charles P. Ingersoll. 

The committee will meet next Tuesday at 
the Fifth-Avenue Hotel. to organize. The dis- 
yosition of a large number of the anti-Conk- 
ing men was to make Collector Robertson 
Chairman, but he has indicated an opposition 
to the plan, and would not accept if elected. 
By common consent, it is expected Mr. B. 
Platt Carpenter, of Poughkeepsie, will be the 
next Chairman. While he voted with the 
Miller side in the convention, he is averse to 
factions and factional fights, and would enjoy 
the confidence of all the members of the com- 
mittee. 

The new committee consists of 20 anti-Conk- 
ling men and 13 Staiwarts. They are given 
below, (Stalwarts in italics,anti-Conkling men 
in roman :]

THE SECRETARY’S LETTER OF ACCEPTANCE 
TO THE LATE PRESIDENT GARFIELD. 
PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 6.—The Press to- 
morrow will publish the following letter of 
Secretary Blaine, aceepting the tender of the 
State Department made to him by the late 


President Garfield: 
Wasutneton, Deo. 20, 1880. 

My Dear GARFIELD: Your generous invitation 
to enter your Cabinet as Secretary of State has 
been under consideration for more than three 
weeks. The thought had really never occurred to 
my mind until at our late conference yeu presented 
it with such cogent arguments in its favor and 
with such warmth of personal friendship in aid of 
your kind offer. Iknow thatan early answer is 
desirable, and I have waited only long enough to 
consider the subjectin all its bearings, and to 
make up my mind definitely and conclusively. I 
now say to you, in the same cordial spirit in whieh 
you have invited me, thatI aecept the position. 
it is no affectation for me to add that I 
make this decision mot for the honor of the 
promotion it gives me in the public service, but be- 
cause I think I can be useful to the country and to 
the party—useful to you as the responsible leader 
of the party and the great head of the Government. 
Iam infinenced somewhat, perhaps, by the shower 
of letters I have received urging me to aceept— 
written to me in consequence of the mere unauthor- 
ized newspaper report that you bad been pleased 
to offer me the place. While I kave received these 
letters from all seetions of the Union, I have been 
especially pleased and even surprisedi at the cor- 
dial and widely extended feeling in my favor 
throughout New-England, where Ihad expected 
to encounter local jealousy and, perhaps, rival 
aspiration. 

In our new relation I shall give all that Iam and 
all that I can hope to be freely and joyfully to 
your service. You need no pledge of my loyalty 
in heart and in act. I should he false to myseif 
did I not prove true both to the great trust you 
confide to me and to your own personal and polit- 
ical fortunes in the present and in the future. 
Your Administration must be made brilliantly suc- 
cessful and strong in the confidence and pride of 
the people, not at all directing its energies for re- 
election, and yet compelling that result by the logic 
of events aud by the imperious necessities of the 
situation. To that most desirable consummation I 
feel that, next to yourself, Ican possibly contribute 
as much influence as any other one man. I say 
this not from egotism or vainglory, but merely as 
a deduction from a plain analysis of the political 
forces which have been at work in the country for 
five years past, and which have been significantly 
shown in two great national conventions. Laccept 
it as oneof the happiest cireumstances connected 
with this affair that in allying my political fortunes 
with yours, or, rather, for the time merging mine 
in yours, my heart goes with my head, and that I 
carry to you not only political support but per- 
sonal and devoted friendship. I can but regard it 
as somewhat remarkable that two men of the 
same age, entering Congress at the same 
time, influenced by the aame aims, and cherishing 
the same ambitions, should never for a single mo- 
ment. in 18 years of close intimacy, have had a 
misunderstanding or a coolness, and that our 
friendship has steadily grown with our growth and 
strengthened with our strength. It is this fact 
which has led me to the conclusion embodied in 
this letter, for however much, my dear Garfield, I 
might admire you as a statesman, I would not 
enter your Cabinet if I did not believe in you asa 
man and jove youas a friend. Always faithfully

THE NEWS AT WASHINGTON 


PARTY PLANS FOR THE SHNATE’S 
EXTRA SESSION. 

NO FA€TIOUS OPPOSITION EXPECTED TO THE 
ELECTION OF A TEMPORARY PRESIDENT 
—THE SECRETARYSHIP—IMPORTANCE OF 
REPUBLICAN CONTROL OF THE COMMIT- 
TEES. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—Few Senators have 
thus far arrived here, and therefore nothing 
definite can be learned regarding the purposes 
of either party in reference to the choice of a 
President pro tem, Among the few Senators 
who are here, the opinion prevails that there 
will be no factious opposition to the immediate 
choice of a presiding officer, and that, follow- 
ing this, the gentlemen chosen to fill 
the vacancies will be duly qualified. 
Some Democratie Senators favor proceeding 
to the election of a Secretary, to fill the 
vacancy occasioned by the death of Col. 
Burch, before the new members are admitted, 
but it is not believed tkat this policy will pre- 
vail, end it is reasonably certain that Senator 
Bayard, should he be chosen President pro 
tem., will rule that the swearing in of the new 
members cannot be set aside by any other 
business and must be proceeded with before 
anything else is done. The admission of 
the three new Senators from New-York 
and Rhode Island will tie the Senate, 
and should the two parties maintain 
their positions of last Spring in relation to the 
Senate officers the dead-lock of the last session 
will be resumed. There isa report that the 
Democrats will agree to allow the Senate or- 
ganization to remain as it now is until Decem- 
ber next. This would preserve to them the 
officers and to the Republicans the standing 
committees, which are really more important 
to the Republicans than the possession of the 
offices, for the reason that the business of the 
Senate is shaped, and to some extent directed, 
by the committees, while the offices possess no 
special value beyond what they are worth in- 
trinsically to the incumbents. 

The retirement of *Messrs. Conkling and 
Platt and the death of Gen. Buruside have 
caused vacancies in some of the most impor- 
tant committees, which will result ultimately 
in their reorganization. Messrs. Burnside and 
Conkling were on the Committee on Foreign 
Relations. Mr. Burnside was Chairman of 
that committee, and was also seeond on Mili- 
tary Affairs. Mr. Conkling was Chairman of 
the Committee on Commerce, and stood sec- 
ond on Foreign Affairs and Military Af- 
fairs. Mr. Platt was Chairman of the 
Committee on Enrolied Bills, and was 
also a member of the Committees on 
Finance, on Post Offices, and on Transporta- 
tion Routes to the Sea-board. The committees 
will not have before them any business relat- 
ing to legislation during the extra session, but 
should the President decide to send in nomina- 
tions they will have to be referred to and 
acted upon by the committees, It is more im- 
portant, therefore, to the Republicans to main- 
tain their present majority in the committees 
than to secure possession of the Senate offices.

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 6, 1881. 

The Pastors of the churehes in this city will 

meet to-morrow afternoon at 1:45 o’clock, 


in the Rotunda of the Capitol, and proceed in 
a body to visit the President. 

The Treasury Department to-day purchased 
472,000 ounees of fine silver for delivery at the 
Philadelphia, New-Orleans, San Franciseo, 
and Carson City Mints. Coinage will be re- 
sumed at the Carson Mint Nov. 1. 


The members of the National Board of 
Steam Navigation, in session in this city, took 
a recess at 11 o’clock this morning and pro- 
ceeded in a body to the residence of Senator 


Jones for the purpose of paying their respects 
to President Arthur. 


The indictment in the case of Charles J. 
Guiteau has been completed and is now in the 


hands of the printer. It will mot be given to 
the Grand Jury to-day, and, owing to the 
absence of Mr. Scoville, the counsel for the 
defense, in New-York, it is possible that that 
body will not act upon it until next week. 

The Governor of Pennsylvania has in- 
formed Col. Corbin, Master of Ceremonies 
of the Yorktown celebration, that 700 
Militia, in addition to those already re- 
ported, will attend the celebration. The 
official programme of the commission is now 
ready for issue, and gives a complete de- 
scription of the ceremonies to be observed at 
New-York, Baltimore, Wasbington, and York- 
town. 

John G. Hulphens, master of the steamer 
Breakwater, which was in collision with the 
steamer St. Johns last Summer, was fined $50 
by the Local Steam-boat Inspectors of New- 
York. Hulphens appealed to the Secretary of 
the Treasury, maintaining that the fine was 
unjust. Acting Secretary French to-day re- 
vlied to the communication, setting forth that 

ocal Steam-boat Inspectors have no authority 
to impose fines; that their duty in the event 
of misconduct, negligence, or incompetency is 
simply to revoke or suspend licenses. A copy 
of the letter has been forwarded to Local In- 
spectors for their guidance. 


Treasurer Gilfillan to-day received a letter 
from the President of a bankin South Caro- 


lina stating that the people of that State will 
not take silver certificates as current money, 
and asking if he can pay them out on checks 
of United States disbursing officers. The 
Treasurer replied that the standard silver dol- 
lar, which is a full legal tender, could be 
offered, and people who preferred the certifi- 
cates could take them instead, saying that, in 
his experience, he found that the certificates 
were usually preferred to the coin. Itisa 
somewhat remarkable fact that South Caro- 
lina is the only State where the silver certifi- 
cate does not pass current. It is redeemable, 
on presentation, in silver dollars, which are 
themselves legal tender. 


One of the most important offices awaiting 
appointments by President Arthur is that of 


Superintendent of the Coast Survey, made va- 
cant by thedeath of Mr. Patterson. The name 
of Gen. C. B. Comstock, of the Engineer Corps, 
has been mentioned here as one of the most 
competent men in the eountry for the position. 
He has been engaged for many years upon the 
survay of the upper lakes, where he has been 
for years carrying forward a most extensive 
system of the highest order of geodetic survey- 
ing. He has a reputation abroad as one of the 
most accomplished engineers in the public ser- 
vice of any nation, and is intimately ac- 
quainted, from long practical experience, with 
all the scientific requirements of the position. 
Gen. Comstock is at present at Detroit, bring- 
ing his work on the lakes to a close. 


The forthcoming annual report of the Su- 
perintendent of the free delivery division of 


the Post Office Department has been com- 
pleted. The report covers the operations of 
109 free delivery offices, and shows that 
during the year there were delivered 
262,425,668 mail letters, 59,968,559 mail post- 
al cards, 76,733,208 local letters, 43,898,158 
local postal cards, 2,126,309 registered letters, 
and 146,417,114 newspapers. There was col- 
lected at these 109 free delivery offices durin 

the year 234,759,945 letters, 65,793,125 posta 
cards, and 54,075,476 newspapers. The cost of 
the service for the year amounted to $2,493, - 
972 14, or 4 mills per piece. Five new free 
delivery offices were established during the 
year at the following points: Leadville, Col. ; 
Mansfield, Ohio; Meriden, Conn. ; Zanesville, 
Ohio, and Richmond, Ind. 


Mr, J. Stanley Brown states that it is Presi- 
dent Arthur’s intention to continue at the 
residence of Senator Jones for sometime. The 


President thinks that the extra session of the 
Senate will be of brief duration, and-until that 
is over he will remain in his present quarters, 
transacting his official business through the 
Executive Mansion. After that it is probable 
he will remove to the Soldiers’ Home until the 
White House repairs are completed, coming 
into town every day to attend to any business 
that may require his presence. At present he 
receives the heads of the departments every

WARNING TO OHIO REPUBLICANS. 


—>———— 

MR. BOOKWALTER PUTTING $100,000 WHERE 
IT WILL DO’ THE MOST GOOD—THE RE- 
PUBLICANS AT WORK, 

Cotumets, Ohio, Oct. 6.—Another phase 
in the manner of conducting the political cam- 
paign in Ohio by the ‘Tilden-Bookwalter com- 
bination has leaked out, and, it may be said, 
not a moment too soon to be of advantage to 
the Republicans, For several days there has 
been a noticeable quiet around the Democratic 
head-quarters, and it was given out that the 
work of the committee and literary bureau 
had ended. The Demoerats hovering around 
on the street corners wore dejected expres- 
sions on their faces, while the confidence of the 
Republicans increased in proportion. It isnow 
ascertained that this apparent apathy on the 
part of the Democratic managers was a part 
of the programme made out with a view of 
deceiving the Republinan committee. Mr. 
Bookwalver, finding that the feeling setting 
against them threatened his compiete over- 
throw, and that the only hope of success left 
was in the free and unstinted use of money, a 
private consultation was held a few days ago, 
the result of which was the giving of a large 
sum of money. The same night the majority 
of the committee having Mr. Bookwalter’s in- 
terests to look after left the city and 
are yet absent. Last night Mr. Bookwal- 
ter held another consultation, when more 
funds were placed in the hands of the Chair- 
man of the committee, Mr. Bookwalter leay- 


ing the city at midnight, with a view of work- 
ing the Licking County Fair to-day. At an 
early hour this morning there was great ac- 
tivity about the Democratic head-quarters, 
and it was discovered that the ward politicians, 
who had heretofore shown no interest, were 
enthusiastic, and at once went on the streets 
advocating the election of the Democratic 
ticket. Among the number who reeeived 
money from the Bookwalter-Tilden fund 
to-day were a small lot of renegade 
Republicans, some of whom have been 
pensioners for years. From trustworthy Demo- 
cratic authority it is ascertained that Mr. 
Bookwaiter will place $100,000 where it will 
do the most good, if the committee thinks such 
an expenditure necessary to secure the Guber- 
natorial chair. It is also stated that Mr. Til- 
den’s interest in the Ohio campaign has re- 
vived, and that he has contributed liberally to 
the campaign fund. He is specially interested 
in the Democrats gaining contrel of the Legis- 
lature, which would redistrict the State for 
Congressional purposes, insuring a Democratic 
majority in the Ohio delegation. By aidingin 
this matter it is claimed that Mr. Tilden can 
rightfully claim the support of the Democratic 
Congressmen two years hence. 

The *Republicans were to-day awakened to 
the danger threatening the success of the party 
on Tuesday next. During the day dispatches 
have been received from various points detaii- 
ing the work beirg done by the Tilden-Book- 
walter agents. The reports are of such a char- 
acter as to place beyond all question the fact 
that these secret emissaries are working every 
county and school district in Ohio, aiding the 
Prohibitionists in a substantial way with a 
view of redueing the Republican vote in all the 
elose ordoubtful districts. In Franklin County 
there has been a most lavish outlay during the 
day. A leading Democrat remarked that the 
‘*‘moral sensibility of the Tammany chief 
would have been shocked to have witnessed the 
reckless distribution of the swag.’’ It is not 
idle assertion to say that the Democrats have 
an abundance of money—much more, in fact, 
than they ever hadin a Presidential struggle. 
While the Republican managers were aware 
that the Tilden combination was working hard, 
they were not prepared to believe that money 
was being so freely given out or that there were 
so many agents at work as the developments 
of to-day indicate. To overcome the corrupt 
influences that have marked Mr. Bookwalter’s 
march since be bought his nomination, a very 
full Republican vote must be polled on Tues- 
day next, The Republicans are sufficient in 
numbers to elect the entire State ticket and 
both branches of the Legislature if they can 
be awakened and got to the polls. Unless this 
can be done it isnot probable that the same 
ineans used to secure Bookwalter’s nomina- 
tion will fail to buy the Executive chair. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Oct. 6.—Sudden signs of 
animation, politically, are everywhere appar- 
ent, and the Republicans expect to be busy 
during the four days remaining until election 
day. Meetings are being held everywhere. A 
large one, and the first for Cleveland, occurred 
here this evening, Congressman McKinley, of 
the Canton district, being the speaker. An- 
other will oecur on Saturday night, and will 
be addressed by Emory A, Storrs, of Chicago. 
The Republicans of this county are certain of 
a large majority for the State ticket, and ex- 
pect also to elect their Legislative ticket, 
although the Democrats claim they will 
have two of the Representatives, and 
are making a fight on John P. Green, 
one of the Republican aominees, because he is a 
eolored man. They are also looking for a 

reat scratching of another of the nominees, 
Villiam Bloch, because he is a liquor-seller, 
and claim that the temperance men will sup- 
port a Democrat in his stead. The Repubii- 
cans are fighting hard for these two men, as 
their defeat may change;the political com- 
plexion of the Legislature and allow the Dem- 
ocrats to redistrict the State. The Legislative 
fights in most of the counties are being square- 
ly made, except in Summitt, where there jis 
a bolt among the Republicans, and in 
Williams, where Gen. Stough is running 
on an _ independent ticket. The most 
experienced among the political leaders 
refuse to make any figures on the possible re- 
sult of Tuesday next. There is nothing upon 
which a calculation may be made. While the 
State is liable to go Republican, it may go 
Democratic. The stillness all over the State 
may mean that the Republicans are going to 
stay at home on election day, and, on the 
other hand, it may end in a tidal wave of Re- 
Ae may strength that shall sweep everything 
fore it, The news from New-York and 
Washington has been of a reassuring kind and 
will have a good effect upon the result here. 
The people believe that President Arthur 
means to do what is right, and the shadow of 
Conklingism has shortened somewhat during 
the last four days in Ohio eves. But it will be 
difficult to foreshadow the result before it is 
actually upon us,

ENGLAND'S TROUBLESOME SOUTH 
+ AFRICAN SUBJECTS. 

BOER OPPOSITION TO SOME OF THE TREATY 
CLAUSES — A PEACEFUL SETTLEMENT 
EXPECTED—REPORTS OF A RISING IN 
ZULU-LAND. 

Lonpon, Oct, 6.—A dispatch from Pieter- 
maritzburg, Natal, announces that the orders 
to stop all movements of troops have been re- 
newed, and that Gen. Sir Evelyn Wood will 
stop the transports at Simon’s Bay. It is be- 
lieved in military circles that the Boers will 
yield if firmness is shown. The correspond- 
ent, however, doubts this, and is convinced 
that the Dutch throughout South Africa will 
consider their claims just. The real crucial 


point is the native question. Itis believed that 
a modification of the convention, in the direc- 
tion of trusting the Boers more, relative te the 
treatment of natives, will havea great effect. 

A dispatch from Fort Amiel says: ‘The 
Boers object to the article in the convention 
by which the Queen has reserved control over 
the external relations of the State, including 
the conclusion of treaties and the conduct of 
diplomatic intercourse with foreign powers, 
and the article defining the duties of the British 
Resident. They also object to the article pro- 
viding for complete freedom of religion 
and protection for all denominations; 
to the article declaring that no silav- 
ery or apprenticeship partaking of slavery 
shallbe toferated by the Boers; to the article 
providing for the rights of all persons, other 
than natives, who conform to the laws of the 
Transvaal, and tothe article declaring that ail 
inhabitants of the Transvaal shail have free 
access to courts of justice for the protec- 
tion and defense of their rights.”” The corre- 
spondent says the above explains why, in the 
recent debate in the Volksraad, members de- 
clared that the convention dealt with the 
Boers as though they were hordes of savages. 

A dispatch from Durban says: ‘‘ The tele- 
gram of the Triumvirate constituting the Boer 
Government, expressing the opinion that the 
terms of the convention are contrary to the 
Sand River treaty, is to Premier Gladstone di- 
rect. The Triumvirate desire that the suze- 
rain shall merely have control of, and not con- 
duct, foreign affairs, and have no right of ap- 
proval of Transvaal laws.” 

The Daily News says a strong feeling exists 
in the Orange Free State as to the course to be 
taken in the event of a renewal of the war. 

The Times says: “If the convention with 
the Boers should not be ratified by the 9th of 
November the British garrisons in the Trans- 
vaal would again be nominally in a state 
of siege, and communication between them 
and the rest of the country would be suspend- 
ed, if not on the initiative of the Boers, at all 
events on that of the British. Sooner or later 
Gen . Wood, after sending another ultimatum, 
must advance to relieve the British posts. But 
the deliberate choice of the Boers will surely 
not be for war when they may, without risk, 
enjoy honorable peace.’’ 

LoNnvDON, Oct. 7.—A dispatch from Fort Ami- 
el says: ‘‘ Reports have been received here of 
aserious rising in Zulu-land, It is believed 
that Oham is implicated in it.

THE PLATFORM AND TICKET OF THE CON- 
VENTION YESTERDAY. 

Sr. Pau, Minn., Oct. 6.—The Demo- 
cratic convention to-day was a tame and spir- 
itlessaffair. The nominations were made only 
for the sake of going through the motions. 
The nominee for Governor, Gen. W. R. John- 
son, 1s aretired Army officer, who was on Gen, 
Thomas’s staff and has written his life. He is 
not an active politiciam, and will be a 
mere dignified figurehead for the ticket. 
The remainder of the ticket was made 
up on the principle of giving offices by 
acclamation to anybody who would take 
them. The only action upon candidates that 
has any signification was the recommendation 
to the support of Democratic voters of the 
present Supreme Court Judges, including 
Greenleaf Clark, defeated in Republhcan con- 
vention. The action took this form because 
Clark had refused to permit his name to go 
before the convention for actual nomination. 
Some of the delegates from Hennepin County, 
the home of Judge Vanderburg, Clark’s oppo- 
nent, opposed this action, but it was carried 
by acclamation, and with cheers. It is thought 
many Republicans, who are dissatisfied with 
the amended bargain by which Vanderburg 
was nominated, will vote for Clark. 

The resolutions are almost entirely devoted 
to the bond question, ignored by the Republi- 
ean convention last week. They declare that 
the Democratic Party, now as in 1859, is op- 
posed to repudiation aad in favor of the pay- 
ment of the bonds. The convention, all the 
same, smothered a resolution commending 
Goy. Pillsbury for proposing a specific plan of 
settlement.

The record of the route 
was overhauled during the Congressional im 
vestigation of the Winter of 1879-80, and some 
reference toit has since been made, but in 
history has not heretofore appeared with the 
histories of othe® routes which have been puk 
lished in THe Times. In some respects thig 
history surpasses that of the route-from Vinita 
to Las Vegas, or that of the “‘ big route” from 
Fort Worth to Yuma. In order to make the 
description as complete as possible it will bei 
necessary to at first summarize the record re- 
lating to it during the previous contract term, 
1874-8, 

In those years the lines of communication 
with the Pacific coast through the Southera 
Territories were as follows: One through ling 
from Mesilla, New-Mexico, to San Diego, 
Cal., nearly coinciding with the present track 
of the Southern Pacific Railway; another 
through line from Santa Fé, New-Mexico, ta 
San Bernadino, Cal. There was another ling 
connecting the eastern termini of the through 
lines, Santa Fé, and Mesilla, and , just beyond 
the western termini the two through lines, by 
other routes, converged and metat Los Anx« 


geles, on the Pacific coast. This system may 
be likened to a long and narrow triangle, the 
base being the line from Santa Fé to Mesilla, 
about 300 miles, and the two other sides being 
the two through lines, Mesilla toSan Diego 
and Santa Fé to San Bernadino, about JOC 
miles long, conyerging at Los Angeles. Only 
one of these through lines was needed, that 
from Mesilla toSan Diego, and the points on 
the other could have been supplied trom 
it. The pay on the Mesilla-San Diega 
line had been raised to $233,533 pes 
annum, and the northern through - ling 
was also a costly one. The southern line: war 
then in the hands of the Kerens party, and th¢ 
northern line was controlled by Bradley Bar- 
low. This northern line existedin two seo, 
tions—one from Santa Fé to Prescott, Arizona, 
and the other from Prescott toSan Bernadino; 
The pay upon both had been raised to nearly 
$100,006 per anum by ‘‘increase and ex< 
pedition.” The line from Santa Fé to Pres¢ 
cott was let at the beginning of the term to F. 
P. Foster, who agreed to carry the maiig 
on it once a week, 450 miles, in 168 
hours, or less than three miles per 
hour, for $13,000 bes annum. The 
eastern terminus was afterward changed ta 
Albuquerque, and for 35 more miles $1,01} 
was added. In 1875 one trip was added, and 
in 1876 another, so that the annual pay —_ 
become $42,083. Foster’s name was recorde 
‘‘care of Bradlev Barlow.’”’ Before the term 
expired the route was advertised for the term 
1878-82, Barlow was allowed to carry the 
mails at $42,033 for the first three months of 
the new term, and then the new contractorg 
took the route, on Oct. 1, 1878. The advertise 
ment and its result are given below: }

The contract was awarded to McDonaugh, 
whose term began Oct. 1, 187%. One month 
afterward the pay was raised to $74,550 by the 
following orders: 

Service Increased—From Nov. 1, 1878, increasr

schedule Expedited—From Nov. 1, 1878, reduce¢ 
running time from 150 to 90 hours, (or from thred 
to five miles per hour,) and add $43,486 M. 

In view cf an explanatory statement which 
will be made below, a brief of the recom 
mendations upon which these orders wer 
ostensibly founded should be given here. Gov. 
S. B. Axtell, of New-Mexico, recommended 
daily service, writing that the increase 
‘* would be highly beneficialin many ways.” 
R. C. McCormick wrote as follows: ‘1 bea 
to renew my repeated request that mail ser: 
vice should be increased on the route from 
Santa Fé, New-Mexico, to Prescott, Arizona, 
toa daily trip. The route is one of the most 
direct and important across the continent 
and by it Central Arizona may be supplied 
with mail matter from tae East much guicke 
than by any other.” Gen. Lew Wallac« 
joined in the request, and asked for early ac: 
‘tion. There was a _ petition from Sants 
Fé,signed by Collector Smith, Secretary Ritch, 
Surveyor-General Atkinson, Marshal Sherman; 
and others. Ex-Gov. Mitchell presented 4 
petition. There were also letters from Messrs. 
Atkinson, Smith, Ritch, from Postmastes 
Breeden, District Attorney Hatun, George W. 
Cook, and others, All of these were for daily 
trips. There was another series im favor of 
‘* expedition” to 90 hours. Gen. Fremont, on 
Oct. 2, 1878, asked for ‘‘ expedition.” Thera 
are many other recommendations for this 
change, but they seem to have been brought? 
out afterward, when the department tool 
away tho ‘“‘increase and expedition” whic 
it had granted on Nov. 1, 1878. The following 
had been submitted by the contractor: 

Wasaineton, D. C., Aug. 22, 1878. 
_, cy J. Brady, Second Assistant Fosimaster 
éeneral : 

In reference to the amount of additional stock 
required to run route No. 40,101, between Pres 
cott, Ariz.,and Santa Fé, N. M., daily, a distanc¢ 
of 460 miles, on an expedited schedule, I will state 
that said ruute can be run daily on a schedule of 
150 hours running time each way, with 32 team 
(64 horses) and 24 men, as teams can berun 3 
miles a day on the above schedule. But on a4 
schedule of 90 hours running time each way, stock 
had not ought to run more than 10-mile routes, and 
it should take 100 teams (200 horses) and 75 men, o8 
34 times as many more teams and men, to run o7 
the fast schedule, than it does to run onthe slow 
schedule.

In accordance with this statement the cons 
tractor would have received $66,010 for the 
‘* expedition,” but he afterward signed en) 
agreement to accept $74,550 in all, which re- 
duced his pay for ‘“ expedition” to $43,486.) 
This agreement was in the guise of a letter 
submitted to McDonaugh by the clerk, Wil- 
liam H. Turner. This letter was really a trag 
into which McDenaugh fell. On Nov. 30, 1878: 
notice was recorded that the sub-contract of 
John A. Walsh had been filed, to take effect 
from Oct. 1. On March 11, 1879, the contrag 
tor’s pay was suspended, the number of 
trips was reduced to three, and th« 
old slow schedule was restored. Thi 
reduced the pay to the original sum, $13,313. 
At the same tims McDonaugh was declared 
failing contractor, and notice was poner te 
that the route given to his sureties, 
Kirk and Gleason. It was added that they 
had failed to execute contracts and bind the, 
bargain. On April 12, 1879, it was recorded 
that the next bid, $19,000, was regarded as 
“too high,” and that the route had been given 
to John A. Walsh, whose bid, a new one, wag 
$18,500. Soon afterward appeared the follow- 
ing orders:

with $12,668, on Aug. 1, 1880, and om March 
24, 1881, 150 miles were taken off, with $38,005. 
An explanation of the events briefly recorded 
above may be found in the follewing state- 
ment made by Jereme J, Hinds, who was one 
of McDonaugh’s partners and the manager 
of the route: 
HINDS’S STATEMENT. 


* About the 15th of June, 1878, IT enteted into an 
hgreemont with George E. Kirk and George F. 
Brett to form a partnership for the purpose of 5e- 
puring and carrying out mail contracts. The bids 
for the contracts for y gee were made in 
the name of George E, Kirk, with George F. Brott 
and Willlam H. Gleason for sureties, The bids 
wero for various mail routesin the Territories of 
New-Mexico, Arizona, Montana, Wyoming, and 
Dakota, and the State of Nevada. Bids were ad- 
vertised to be received up to wane 20, 1878. About 
June 19, Kirk, Brott, and myself agreed to unite 
our interest in bids made and in those whieh 
ghould be accepted, with U. E. Fisher and George 
L. mpeg B , and McDonaugh was made the 
bidder on all bids made by all the parties con- 
cerned, Kirk and Gleason becoming the sureticos 
upon the bonds accompanying the bids. Brott was 
not accepted as a surety for the bids by the Post- 
master at Washington, and he therefore ceased all 
connection with us in the matter of mail contracts. 

“We were awarded the following routes: Nos. 
86,136, 87,116, 39,114, 40,101, and 45,187, and we 
executed contracts and bonds therefor, Mo- 
Donangh being the prirneipai on the bonds, as 
bidder, and Kirk and William H. Gleason the 
sureties thereon. On May 25, 1878, Kirk, Fisher, 
McDonaugh, and myself executed a written agree- 
ment, by which Fisher and MoDonaugh put into 
the partnership about 45 contracts made by them 
with the Government for mall service. This they 
fid in consideration of the services performed by 
myself and Kirk in securing sureties and furnish- 
ing certified checks, as required by the Govern- 

ment, for the five routes designated above. By 
this agreement each of the five partmors secured 
an equal interest in allof the routes. Fisher and 
McDonaugh represented to us that the service on 
the 45 reutes would realize $16.000 per annum 

rofit, and they would have done so had it not 
een for accumulated indebtedness which we 
afterward found to exist. About Aug. 15, 1878, 
John A. Walsh agreed to loan us the funds we 
might need to put the new routes in em. 
Ronee Aug. 20 Waish loaned us $7,500, which Me- 
onaugh teok with him to Alten, Ill. The money 
Was to be used on the new routes, but when, about 
Aug. 28,1 followed MoDonangh to Alton, I dis- 
povered, to my surprise. that he had used the 
money on the old routes. I went to Missourl and 
pisaaens and examined the old routes, and, finding 
hat they were as represented in regard to the 
rondition of the stock and service generally, I con- 
cluded not to complain of the improper use of the 
money, as no goodcould be effected thereby, but 
to go to work onthe new routes and do the best 
{ could to get them into operation. p 

* On Sept. 5, 1878, Ileft Alton for Santa Fé for 
the purpose of examining the new routes and of 
getting the petitions of residents and other docu- 
ments and evidences to havejreute No. 40,101, from 
Santa Fé to Prescott, changed from a tri-weekly to 
~ daily route. On Sept. 17 I left Santa Fé, and 
arrived in Washington Sept. 23. In August, 1878, 
tir. 8. P. Brown was employed by us as our attor- 
aey. We employed him because he represented to 
us that his political influence in Indiana and Mich- 
igam would enable him to have certain of cur 
routes increased and expedited. These were the 
routes from Santa Fé to Prescott, from Rock Creek 
by way of Fort Fetterman to Fort Custer, [Rock 
Creek to Etchetah,] and from Eureka to Austin, 
Ney., being three of the five routes whose numbers 
Are given above. Weagreed at the time of his 
employment to pay Brown $12,000—one-half when 
the order was made increasing the route and the 
other half out of the first quarter’s pay. I wouldnow 
state how I first became acquainted with Mr. Brown, 
of course before the time of his employment by us. 
atthe time when Kirk andI united our interest 
with those of McDonaugh and Fisher, the two last- 
named persons stated that they had valuable ia- 
formation whieh the partnership could use, and 
which was worth to them $2,000. After the part- 
nership was formed they stated that this informa- 
sion was that D. C. Forney, of Washington, and 
Robert B. Mitchell, of Washington, for- 
merly Governor of New-Mexico, had in their 

ossession a number of letters and petitions 
fom officials and citizens of New-Mexico and Ari- 
fona asking thatthe route from Santa Fé to Pres- 
rott should be made a daily ronte. Upon examina- 
tion these papers were fuund to be more than one 
year old and therefore not of great value. But in 
prder to add to the value and importance of the 
papers, Mr. Forney introduced us to the said 8. P. 
Brown, assuring us that Brown had influence 
with John C. Fremont, then in New-York City, the 
Governor of Arizona, and that Brown ceuld eect 
yuch an indorsement of the papers from Gov, Fre- 
ment as would remoye the objection that they 
were old. Mr. Brown informed us then and at 
numerous interviews thereafter of his political in- 
fluence before mentioned and of his ability to get 
the desired recommendation for the increase of the 
Santa Fé route from Goy. Fremont, and also to get 
fecommendations from other public men and se- 
ture the influences necessary to heave all of our five 
routes increased and exoedited. We then em- 
ployed and agreed to pay himthe $12,000 before 
pentioned. : 

“On my arrival in Washington from Santa Fé, 
Sept. 23, 1 found that Brown was in New-York 
City. Ltelegraphed for him, and he came herea 
day or two afterward. On his arrival here he in- 
formed me that he must have $16,000, instead of 
$12,000, for his services, and would pay Forney and 
Mitchell $2,000 ont of this amount. I refused to 
pay the increased amount demanded. Itshould be 
understood that Brown wes only to be paid 

or success; that if he did not succeed 
n having one route increased and expedited 

e was to receiye nething. After further 
reflection, however, I agreed to pay Brown 
$16,000, one-half when the orders were made in- 
creasing and expediting the routes and the other 
half out of the first quarter’s pay. Brown then 
asked me to go with him to New-York to have an 
interview with Brady, who was then in that City. 
On the night of Sept. 25 Brown and I went te New- 
‘York. While en route, in the sleeping car, Brown 
stated to me that his influence had procured the 
eppointment of Brady to be Assistant Post- 
master-General, and that he needed a large 
fee because of political contributions which 
he had to make in Michigan and In- 
diana. We stopped at the Union-Square 
Hotel in New-York. I attended to other business 
there, and Brown went to see Brady, and informed 
me that the latter would be in Washington the fol- 
lowing Monday, pessibly Tuesday, and that he 
could not return earlier because of political mat- 
ters of great importance in his State which - 
guired his presence in New-York. On the 2d of 
October Brown and I went to the Post Office 
Department. I remained in the Chief Clerk's 
office and Brown went into Brady's room. 
Atter a time he returned to me and 
stated that tho Santa Fé azd_ Pres- 
cott route would be increased and expedited as 
desired on that day. At about 3 o’elock that 
afternocn I wernt to Brown's office, and he stated 
to me thatI would findon the table of French, 
Chief Clerk of the Contract Office, the order in- 
creasing the route, I went to French's room and 
found the order. But the price stated in the order 
was $64,000, instead of $84,000, the price 
which Brown had agreed to get for us. 
I refused to accept it, and returning 
to Brown's office, so informed him. He 
stated that he would see a friend that night 
and have the matter fixed. The next morning we 
went together to the Post Office Department. On 
that day Brady was acting as Postmaster-Generai. 
Brown went into the Postmaster-General’s room, 
while I staid in the ante-room, After a loig con- 
\versation with Brady he came out and asked me to 
go with him to the room of his son, who was a 
clerk in the office. There he informed me that 
$75,000 per annum and a schedule of 90 hours each 
‘Way was the best he could do. This was $9,000 less 
than what we were entitled to on the basis of other 
orders for increasing and expediting roads. I ac- 
cepted the $75,000. When the order was handed to 
me that afternoon it called for $74,550 per annum. 
Some days before this I had given Brown an order 
on John A. Walsh for $8,000, to be paid te bearer 
when he had procured the order for increasing and 
expediting route No. 40,101. This order Waleh 
{who was a banker) accepted in this City. Whilo I 
Was vreparing to leaye for Santa Fé _ to 

omplete arrangements for the daily line, 

rown sent word that he wished to see 
me. I called at his office and he told me 
he wished us tohurry up the ‘papers’ asking 
for increase and expedited service on route No. 
87,110, Rock Creek to Fort Custer. I repiied that 
we were in no condition to have any more service 
Increased and expedited, for we had all we could 
take care of at present. He said he wanted $2,000 
in 60 or 90 days at most, and that I must kelp him. 
After much talk pro and con, 1 agreed to go and 
see if Walsh could help him out on the collateral 
which the firm had given him. Brown went 
with me. While in Walsh’s office, in the 
Warmer Building, on F-street, I said to 
Brown that he was disposing of money very 
fast. Ithought he should be content, as he had 
$8,000 cash and $8,000in drafts to be paid out of 
pur first two quarters’ payment. He replied by 
saying: ‘To be plain with you, 1 em dividing with 
Brady,’ and soon left theroom. When I was tak- 
ing leave of Walsh at the same time and place he 
‘gaid to me: 
'** light work” todo let me know. Icandoasmuch 
‘with Brady as any man.’ I replied thatfrom pres- 
ent appearances we would not need any service 
from him or apy one else, because it was evident 
that we had fallen inte the hands of robbers, This 
occurred on Oct, 8, 1878. 

“1 left for Santa I'é the night of the 3d of Octo- 
ber, arrived there Oct. 10, and completed arrange- 
ments fora daily lime. Soon afterward Mr. Fisher 
came to Santa Fé from Prescott. He had been ex- 
amining the road. After consuitation, it was de- 
vided to be best that he should return East and 
gee Kirk and McDonaugh. About Nov. 5 or6 he 
telegraphed me to come East. I answered that it 
‘was impossible to do so without endangering our 
interests. Feeling uncomfortable at what had hap- 

ened on Oct. 3, before I had left Washington, I 
had asked Mr. Iddings, the book-keeper of the 
firm, to keep asharp look-out for all that trans- 
'pired and keep me advised. To him I telegraphed, 

jasking why I was needed East. He an- 
;Swered by saying: ‘Come at _ once and 
jask no questions. I received this on 
\Noy. 14. I at once set about arranging 
| for my departure, I ealled on Breeden & Waldo, a 
‘law firm, and stated my fears of trouble in a busi- 
iness way. Itold them how I was situated, and 
lwhat money I had borrowed for the benefit of the 
firm. I asked them to draw a deed of trust In favor 
iof the creditors, with Gen. G. A. Smith as Trustee, 
lon all the stock and equipments of the line, so that 
lif my worst fears should confirmed the people 
‘who had trusted the firm tnrough me would be 
\protected. This they did, and I executed the docu- 
ment at orpce. Gen. Smith was, and is now, 
Collector of Internal Revenue for the Ter- 

tory. On the moraing of Nov. 15 I left 
Santa Fé for Washington, arriving on the night 
h f Nov. 22. my = and I called-on George L. Mo- 
Donaugh at ence to learn what was the trouble. 
He told us that the other members ef the firm bad 
decided to sell out, and had sold ota dowry Be 

= cl I learned from him that I had 
t 


in the sale, and that Kirk had 
agreed to the sale. getting back 


; from this city, and 250 miles from

money than he had invested. I also learned that a 
Mr. Pease was the attorney for Parker & Cluggage, 
and was doing the business for them with Mo- 
Donaugh, Fisher, and Kirk. I next called on Kirk 
at his residence, No. 920 E-street. He disclaimed 
any intention of wronging me. I believe he was 
sincere in this, ashe went the next day and told 
Pease he would not accept the payment 
agreed upon unless they would settle with 
me. On the same night that we called on 
McDonaugh and Kirk, we called on Poase. I told 
him they could not get possession of route No. 40,- 
101 until the creditors were all seeured and my 
interests settled. This, together with Kirk’s re- 
fusal to aecept the $4,000 agreed upon by him, 
caused Pease to telegraph to his principals that he 
thought it best to drop the matter. ‘They there- 
fore dropped it. On the 26th of November Mo- 
Donaugh entered into an agreement with John A. 
Walsh, wko had furnished in cash $19,500 to the 
firm, $7,500 of which had been of no direct benefit 
to the firm, becanse McDonaugh had paid 1t out to 
satisfy the debts which Fisher and McDonaugh had 
contracted before they had become interested 
with Kirk and myself. McDonaugh gave 
Walsh sub-contracts on routes Nos. 40,101, 
40,108, 87,110, 87,116, 45,187, and 26,136. AS 
soon as I heard of this I _ called, 
with Kirk, upon Walsh to ascertain what he was 
going to do with our interests. He said that we 
had no interests which he was bound to respect. I 
then told him that he could not get possession of 
the stock on the line from Prescott to Santa Fé, for 
his deed of trust from McDonaugh was dated Nov. 
15, one day later than the date of the deed of trust 
which I had given in Santa Fé for the protection of 
the creditors. He treated our claims with con- 
tempt. Mr. Kirk and myself employed Nathaniel 
Wilson, attorney at law, to prosecute our claim 
and look out for all our interests in this matter 
with Waleh and McDoraugh, as he might deem 
best. I described to him tne condition of 
affairs in New-Mexicd on route No. 40,10), 
When I came away from Santa Fé 
I left my wifein charge of the work, with Col. M. 
P. McCiure and Harry Reed as Superintendents. 
They kept the service going until the 17th or 18th 
of December, when my attorney in Santa I'é ad- 
vised my wife to take the stock off the road and 
deliver itto Gen. Smith, the Trustee for the cred- 
itors. This she did. Inthe meantime, Walsh and 
MeDonaugh went to Santa Fé, and represented to 
the creditors and people generally there that the 
trouble had all been caused by me. ‘The stock 
was sold by Gen. Smith, and the proceeds were ap- 
plied te the payment of the liabilities I had in- 
curred in providing stock and running the line up 
to that date. Not being able torealize cash for the 
stock immediately, Mrs. Hinds placed her jewelry, 
to the value of $800, in the hands of the Hon. T. B. 
Catron as collateral for money we secured to pay 
the drivers and stock-tenders who had been on the 
road. A portion of this money is yet unvaidte 
Catron. After making all the arrangements that 
we could in Santa Fé, we left the place on the 
morning ef Dec. 24, for the East. We arrived in 
Washington about Jaa 98, 1880, and reported the 
condition of affairs to our attorney, Mr. Wilson, 
who said that matters would have to rest for the 
present. Weleft Walshin Santa Fé. He had sent 
McDoraugh to Rock Creek, Wyoming Territory, 
to look after the roads up there. I would here say 
that I several times offered the stock to Walsh, 
while it was on the road, if he wonid assume the 
liabilities wo had ineurred in running the line for 
nearly three months. This he peremptorily refused 
te do. Hence the stock was taken off and sold. 

“After we left Santa Fé and came kere the mail 
on route No. 40,101, Santa Fé to Preseott, was not 
carried oftener than once a week, when it should 
have been dally. This fact was repeatedly brought 
to the attention of Mr. Brady, Second Assistant 
Postmaster-General, by Harry Reed, the Postmas- 
ter at Fort Wingate, and Mr. Lambert Hopkins. 
Mr. Brady took no notice of the statement. In the 
meantime Mr. Wilson, attorney for Kirk and my- 
self, had caused an injunction to be served on the 
Sixth Auditor, MeGrew, to prevent him from pay- 
ing Walsh certain money due the firm for the quar- 
ter ending Dec. 31, 1878. Things went on in this 
way until March 11, 1879, when Mr. Kirk appeared 
betore Postmaster-General Key, with Mr. Wilson 
and Judge Embry as attorneys, and declared 
that he had official iaformetion of MoDonaugh’s 
failure on all the routes he had turned over to 
Valsh as sub-centractor, and then demanded that 
the service should be turned over to himse!lf—+. ¢., 
to Kirk and Gleason—as McDonaugh’s bondsmen 
for the faithful performance of the work. Gen. 
Key did net ask Mr. Kirk and his attorneys to ex- 
plain their case, nor did he, as his predecessor 
would have done, send for Brady to come and 
makean explanation» Ho asked them to go with 
him to Brady’s room. Instead of hearing the case 
himself, he handed it over to the man who had 
connived at defrauding the men who had done the 
work. When Brady found that we were in poases- 
sion of all the facts and were going to make it hot 
for him, he ordered all the routes before named 
which had been let by McDonaugh to Waish 
to be turned over to Kirk and Gieason as the 
bondsmen of McDonangh. He reduced route 
No. 40,101 to three trips per week and restored 
the original schedule of 150 hours, so that the pay 
became once more $13,313. We protested against 
this reduction, but in vain. The order was issued 
on March 11, 1879, turning this service over to Kirk 
and Gleason. and allowing them only to April 1 to 
putit allin operation. There was one road more 
than 500 miles long. Another was 371 miles long, 
and four others had an average length of about 100 
miles. These hanes were from 2,000 to 2,700 miles 
railway connec- 
tions. Allthe stock had beer taken off, and the 
whole situation was the result of the connivance 
of Brady and Brown with Walsh and McDonaugh. 
twas practically impossible to get the lines in 
shape in the 19 days allowed. 

*lentered into an agreement with Kirk and 
Gleason to take a third interest in these lines if we. 
could manage to get them going. After this agree- 
ment had been properly signed I went to St. Louis 
in the last days of March, 1879, to see Roots and 
Kerens, and find out if they would give us the use 
of stock which they kad at Prescott, Arizona, un- 
til we could get stock of our own on route No. 
40,101. I found Mr. Kerens athis home, No. 3,025 
Morgan-street, St. Loults. He told me that they 
had no idie stock just then, but gave me a letter to 
Col. Roots, who lives in Little Rock, Ark., thinking 
that he might enter into such arrange- 
ments as would enable us to put the 
lines in operation. Col. Roots declined to take 
any interest in the matter, saying thathe did not 
want to have anvthing to do with the Post Office 
Department while Brady should be an officer in it, 
I returned to this city and reported the situation 
to Kirk-and Gleason. Soon afterward they were 
declared failing contractors, and route No. 40,101 
was again let, to John A. Walsh, for $18,500 per 
year. three trips per week, om a schedule of 150 
hours. During the interval from Marck 11 to the 
time when Kirk and Gleason were declared failing 
contractors Waish procured a ‘temporary con- 
tract’ from Brady at the rate of $18,500 per year, 
and pretended to perform the service. He really 
did no betterthan he had done before. I kept 
hammering at this fraud, knowing from all I 
had learned that Brady and Walsh were play- 
ing the game for a big stake, until he 
put on good service, in pursuance of the 
contract. Then they endeavored to make it a 
daily Hne once more. I kept up a close watch. 
They found that the facts which I possessed and 
the wrongs they had inflicted on me would recoil 
upon them and make them great trouble. So they 
wanted to know how much money would pay me, 
orenabie me to pay off all the debts for which I 
had become indirectly liabie. I told them that 
$24,000 was the original amount of Mabilities grow- 
ing out of this route. After much delay $20,000 
was agreed upon, to be paid in equal annual sums. 
Soon afterward they paid mo $2,000, which I ap- 
plied to the payment of debts incurred on the 
routes, Shortly after this the ling was made a 
daily one on a schedule of 96 hours, and the pay 
raised to $135,975. 

“Brown again appeared on the scene as the 
friend of Brady. He met me without any previous 
engagement at Walsh’s house, orratherI went to 
see Walsh and found Brown there. He told mein 
Walsh’s house that Brady was anxious that I 
should accept Walsh’s proposition, and that Brady 
yoni see it carried out. i did accept it in good 
aith. 

‘Now we have the sequel to all this shuffling of 
the cards on route No. 40,101. Walsh got $135,975 per 
year on a schedule of six hours more time for per- 
forming the service which Kirk and Gleason and 
myself were not allowed to perform for $74,550 
on a sehedule of 90 hours. I withdrew 
my objection to Walsh’s drawing the $14,- 
000 :which we had enjoined in the Auditor's 
office. So far as I know, all was running smoothly 
until the investigation of the Winter of '79-80 was 
begun by Congress. I tried repeatediy to be sum- 
moned here to testify. The excuse set up was that 
I was toe far away,and that my comiag would 
cost the Government too much. Hadi been able, 
financially, 1 would have come on my own ac- 
count. lspent the Winter of ‘70-80 in Santa Fé, 
Walsh had given me ahont $8.850 out of the $20,- 
000 agreed upon. The remainder is unpaid. He 
claims, or did claim last Winter, that he had been 
broken up by Brady and could net pay the re- 
mainder. 

“S$. P. Brown, after my return from Santa Fé 
in Nevember, 1878, and before 1 had given up the 
Santa Fé and Prescott line, availed himself of 
every opportunity to tell me that he had made 
Brady ‘Second Assistant Postmaster-General, and 
that he was all-powerful with him. Wailea for a 
long time claimed the same for himself. Brown 
and Brady were then, and are, I think, now, part- 
nersin the lumber business in Canada. Out of 
the $20,000 which I had agreed to accept from 
Walsh, there were to be paid the following 
amounts, which had been contracted for by me on 
route No. 40,101: To drivers and stock-tenders, 
$1,200; Jerry Haywood, for stock, $1,850; to Ben- 
jamin ——., tor stock, $1,900; to R. Bush, $800. To 
Sirk $4,000 was to be paid, if so much remained 
after the bills had been paid. That was the sum 
which had been set aside for him when my part- 
ners tried to sell me out. From Barlow $1,800 had 
been borrowed, for which I had become respensi- 
ble. This was included. There were also bills 
ranging from $50 to $700, due to several persons, 
aud ali amounting to $8,000. 

““In May, 1880, the number of trips on the line 
from Prescett to Santa Fé was reduced to six, and 
about $19,500 was taken from the annua! pay. This 
action was taken soon after the conciusion of the 
Congressional investigation. It was plain that 
Brady did this because he and Walsh had been 
plaged in a very unfavorable light before the 
country, and it may be that he thought that this 
action would convince people that there had been 
nothing illegitimate in his intimacy with Walsh. To 
me it was but another proof of fraud, knowing 
what I did of their previous conduct and relations. 
Brady sought to place hiinself in such anattitude 
that he could say to the public that he had reduced 
Walsh’s service, and that this act proved that he 
was innocent of any wrong-doingin connection 
with Walsh. Again, Brady was surrounded by 
persons to whom he bad not yet given the tem- 
porary contracts about which bargains had been 
made. By this aet he gained $19,500 to use 
elsowhere. J. B. Price was one of theso mon. 
We find that he was tho successful tem- 

orary eontractor on the notorious routes 

rom Las Vegas to Albuquerque and from Socorro 
to Silver City. temporary contracts that were 
stamped with fraud from their very inception. I 
told Walsh in Sahta Fé, when the reduction to six 
trips was the subject of conversation, that he and 
Brady were ng up for \it: elsewhera and that 
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the reduction was a mere side play. So I then 
believed. Soon afterward, the eastern terminus 
of route No. 40,101 was changed from Santa 
Fé to Albuquerque, and in this way the line 
was shortened about 30 miles and about 
$12,500 taken from the pay. This change 
made room for a new route, from Sante Fé to Fort 
Wingate, on the old line. The route was estab- 
lished and service was put on, two trips per week, 
+4 miles perheur. The service was given to Judge 

ezond, a personal friend of Walsh, at about $10,- 
000 per year. The new contractor had told me in 
Santa Fé that ne had advanced money to Walsh. 
Walsh complained bitterly to every one about his 
treatment from Brady, and sought to create an im- 
pression that he had been badly used, but I re- 
garded this as a blind for the public, because I 
could see in these contracts as they stood $50,000 
per year profit.”’ 


PAPERS AND TESTIMONY. 


Among the documents which are of interest 
in connection with the original increase and 
expedition of this route is the following: 

Wasnrnaron, D. C., Oct. 17th, 1878. 

This certifies that D. C. Forney has an interest of 
Five Hundred and Eighty-three Dollars in P. Office 
Draft on Auditor of the Treasury, dated Oct. 17, 
1878, on Route No. 57,110 and Route 37.116, for 
quarter ending Deo. 31, 1878. Also an_equal 
amount, viz.: $583 on order given on said Routes 
for second quarter, ending March 31, 1879, which I 
hold, having been executed this day by George L. 
McDonaugh, contractor, payable to 8. P. Brown 
or order; and I agree to pay said Forney said 
amount, less discount, whenever negotiated, or 
either of them in proportion to amount realized.

The agreement made between Walsh and 
McDonaugh, by which Walsh became sub- 
contractor, before McDonaugh’s failure, was 
drawn in this city, and was dated Nov. 26, 
1878. Init Walsh agreed to carry the mails 
on the Santa Fé and Prescott route from Oct. 
1, 1878, until June 30, 1882, according to Mc- 
Donaugh’s contract, and ‘‘to save him harm- 
less from all responsibility or loss relating to 
the carrying of the mails on said route, the 
said party of the first part agreeing to boar all 
losses oecasionei by any failure on his part.” 
It was agreed that if any ehange was made in 
the service, Walsh was to perform the serviee 
“at his pro rata pay, let the service be more 
or less.’’? It was further agreed that if Walsh 
should fail to perform the service required, or 
should abandon the contract, he should forfeit 
all moneys that might be due him at the time. 
McDonaugh agreed to pay Walsh the contract 
price. 

The papers on file in this case exhibit the 
unfortunate condition of theline. McDonaugh 
had turned the reute over to Walsh by the 
agreement of Nov. 26, 1878. One month later 
a Deputy United States Marshal reported that 
the line was ‘‘demoralized.’’ Mail-bags were 
scattered along the road and the employes 
were in possession of the property. The next 
day Walsh telegraphed that Hinds and his 
agents had fraudulently taken off the stock 
and refused to carry the mail. Hoe asserted 
that there was a conspiracy to make him fail, 
and begged the department todo him no in- 
justice. After the number of trips had been 
reduced to six, in 1880, it was reported that 
the contractor was still running seven trips 
ed week. During the present year the service 

as been reported as very poor. Postmaster 
Otis, of Prescott, suggested to Brady that 
Walsh’s contract should be annulled. The fol- 
lowing letter was received soon after Mr, 
James became Postmaster-General: 


Prescort, Arizona, April 6, 1881. 

Hion. T. L. James, Postmaster- General: 

I have the honor to address you ia regard to the 
mail service on Route 40,101, from Prescott to 
Santa Fé. Complaints (private and official) have 
been sent to your predecessor, to Superintendent 
Thompson, and also to the Second Assistant of 
this service for the last three quarters. The service 
instead of improving, is systematically growing 
worse, It isone of the best paid, yet the poorest 
performed, of any within my knowledge. The 
men have not been paid for six months, They are 
now enforcing compulsory payment by seizing 
and driving off the stock (poor at that) with- 
out process. We have had no Fort Wingate 
mail now for nearly two weeks, and when it did 
arrive it eame straggling in, 6,18, 24, and even 36 
hours behind time, Superintendent Thompson 
ordered Inspector McGaughey over the route a few 
days since, whose report has been forwarded. He 
reported that the mail was thrown off for passen- 

ers, and that it was found lying at the stations, 

his non-compliance with the contract by Walsh, 
contractor, is notorious, and of so long standing 
that it is high-handed and defiant of the authority 
contracting with him. Can any relief be given us 
by abolishing Walsh and his service, and giving us 
anew one? Respectfuily, 
T. W. OTIS, Postmaster. 

During the Congressional investig ition Gen. 
Brady testified at length in relation to this 
route. The fact that ho had given the route 
to Walsh after Walsh had caused the failure 
of McDonaugh, seemed significant to Mr. 
Blackburn. Following is an extract from the 
testimony: 

Q.—I hold in my hand the proposal of John A. 
Walsh, dated Washington, April 1, 1879, proposing 
to do this service at the rate of $18,500. Isit nota 
fact that John A. Walsh was, at that time, the sub- 
contractor recognized by the department, and a 
failing sub-contractor on this very route’ A.—I 
think he was the sub-contractor. 

().—Then was he not a failing contractor? A.— 
They allfailed. The whole thing failed because 
the service was so badly performed. 

Q.—And it wasthrough his own fault that the 
service failed, he being the recognized sub-con- 
contractor? A.—Thatis the question. Mr. Walsh 
is in the city, and probably can explain the diffi- 
culties in the matter more plainly than Ican. All 
that Iknow about it is simply this, that the service 
was badly performed. 

Q.—By Mr. Walsh? A.—Mr. McDonaugh was the 
contractor, and the only man whom we held re- 
sponsible for the service. 

«@.—Do Ll understand from you that when the de- 
partment has recognized a sub-contractor, and 
when it is forced by reason of wretched service on 
the route to deelare the forfeiture of the contract, 
that failing sub-contractor, so recognized by the 


department, ean come in, without prejudice, as a 
bidder for the same route? A.—Yes. 


Gen. Brady proceeded to say that Mc- 
Donaugh’s sureties did not offer to carry on 
the service on the basis of $74,550 per annum 
when he gave it to them for $13,313. They 
had as much right, he said, as any one to sup- 
pose that he would afterward add increase and 
expedition. Gen. Brady said, in reply to 
questions, that when employed by the Govern- 
ment in New-Orleans he had Walsh indicted 
for failing to produce his books as a dis- 
tiller. Onpage 389 he testified that he offered 
the contract to the sureties at the same price 
which McDonaugh had been receiving, $74,550, 
He had made no particular effort to ascertain 
whether Walsh’s sworn statement of men 
and horses, by which the pay was raised to 
$135,975, was verified by the circumstances 
and surroundings. Mr. Kirk testified that 
with Mr. Gleason, as McDonaugh’s sureties, he 
asked that the route should be turned over to 
them at the existing price, $74,550, and that 
Brady would let them have it only at the 
rate of $13,313. which would have ruined them. 


Q.—What reply, if any, did you get from the Sec- 
ond Assistant Postmaster-General to your proposi- 
tion’ A.—All the reply we got was that we could 
take the contract at the original rate of $13.313, 
That was like kicking me in the face with a pair of 
jackass heels. I never was so taken aback. I 
thought that I saw the animus of the matter, and I 
knew that it was useless to argue or make any to- 
do about it. It was done, and there was no way to 
get out of it. I do not suppose there ever was such 
a distressed being on earth as I was, because I did 
not know what was going to be the result of it, I 
wee apprehensive of being sued and utterly ruined 

y it. 

Kirk also testified that Brady told him that 
there was no reason for the increase and expe- 
dition which had been given to McDonaugh, 
and that he would restore the original service, 
He was satisfied from Brady’s manner and 


words that the sureties would never be able to 
get the increase and expedition which McDon- 
auch hed secured, and which were afterward 
given to Walsh. Under McDonaugh they had 
performed satisfactory service, but after Mc- 
Donatgh had given the route to Walsh, with- 
out the consent of his sureties, his sureties 
heard that Walsh’s service was bad, and thore- 
fore applied for the service in order 
to save themselves. It was shown to 
Mr. Kirk that the beoks asserted that 
Gleason and himself had consented to take the 
route at the original pay. ‘‘ No, Sir,” said 
Kirk, ‘‘I say most emphatically that we did 
not agree to take it.” Gen. Brady afterward 
testified again, and made a poor showing un- 
der the sharp questions of Messrs. Blackburn 
and Blount. Having asserted that he desired 
good daily service on the line, he was forced 
again and again to admit that he had refused 
to give the work at the existing pay to 
the sureties, who wished to perform good 
service in order to save themselves, but 
had at once given the route to the very 
mnan whose wretched service had caused Mc- 
Donangh’s failure and all the trouble, and had 
raised his pay from $18,500 to nearly $136,- 
000. A statement was submitted showiag that 
the revenue of the intermediate stations was 
only $2,233 for the year ending Sept. 30, 1879, 
during which year the pay was raised to 
$135,975. Mr. Walsh testified at length, de- 
scribing the manner in which he be- 
came connected with the route. He had 
lent McDonaugh and Kirk $27,000, and see- 
ing that their mail pay, bis security, 
was endangered by poor service, McDonaugh 
sublet the route to him to _ protect 
him. He was obliged to restock the route in 
the Winter, and was doing the best he 
could, when Kirk and his attorney, by ex 
an statements, procured a declaration of 

cDonaugh’s failure, Then, according to Mr, 
Walsh’s story, the sureties made no effort to 
Sap e the service which had been given to 
hem, and he got a temporary contract for a 
short time. At theend of that time he get 
the route for $18,500, and declined the depart- 
mant’s offer to give him &74.550 to restore 


the increased service. 
was increased and ex 
pay made $135,975. k and others had con- 
inued to bother him in the courts, “ My 
crime,” said he, ‘‘ was lending them money.” 
When ke took the contract he asked Brady if 
he could e t expedition, and Brady had 
refused to give him any information about it. 
Mr. Walsh is a very intelligent man, and his 
testimony was well spiced with humor. 

The notorious star route from Santa Fé to 
Prescott no longer exists. The last curtailment 
mentioned above, 150 miles, was caused 
by the extension of the railway westward over 
the line to Fort Wingate. After that exten- 
sion had been completed to Fort Wingate, Mr. 
Walsh virtually abandoned the remainder of 
the route, from Fort Wingate to Prescott, and 
the service then discontinued has not been 
restored. F. D. R.

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DEMOORATS. 
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GEN. SLOCUM NOMINATED FOR MAYOR BY 
THE JEFFERSONIANS. 


The City Convention of the Jefferson Hall | im 


Democracy of Kings County was called to order 
last evening by Stephen Y. McNair. Mr. Anthony 
Barrett moved that William Marshall, of the 
Twentieth Ward, be made permanent Chairman. 
Mr. Marshall, who was unanimously elected, 
briefly returned thanks for the honor. Mr. An- 


thony Barrett was elected Secretary, and Mr. 
Kelly Assistant Secretary. The Chairman an- 
nounced that nominationa for Mayor were then in 
order, At this point Mr. Barrott said that a 
committee was present from ‘the other Demo- 
cratic organizations,”’ the members of which 
desired a conference. Mr. De Witt moved that 
the whole matter be referred to the Central Demo- 
cratic Association for respectful consideration. 
Mr. Mayburn spoke in favor of receiving the com- 
mittee and hearing what they had to say. Mr. 
McNair said that there was no other Democratic 
Party than the one represented in thehall. He 
did not believe in holding any conference 
with any other alleged Democratic body, Mr. Ho- 
ratio C. King spose in favor of receiving the com- 
mittee. After some debate a motion to receive 
any communication sent by the representatives of 
the McLaughlin Democraey was carried. The 
communication, which consisted mainly of the 
resolutions adopted by the regular Democracy, 
and published in Taz Ties yesterday, holding out 
the olive branch to the Independents, and offering 
to hold a joint convention for the nomination of a 
Mayor and other officers, was then read and re- 
ferred to the Central Democratic Association. 
The regular business of the convention was then 
resumed. 

Mr. De Witt, in rising to nominate a candidate 
for Mayor, said the time had come when there 
should be distinctively inunicipal polities. He at- 
tributed the stealings of the past to the existence 
of a double-headed ring composed of Republicans 
and Democrats, and, after dwelling on the neces- 
sity of selecting a representative citizen, 
familiar with the municipal concerns, named Gen. 
Henry W. Slocum as candidate for Mayor. Gen. 
Slocum’s name was received with enthusiastic ap- 
plause. . At the conclusion of Mr. De Witt’s ad- 
dress Gen. Slocum's nomination was made by ae- 
clamation, and acommittee of three was apoointed 
to bring the nominee before the convention. 
When Gen. Slocum appeared the cheering 
lasted for several minutes. He accepted the nom!i- 
nation in a frank way, returning thanks very 
briefly. He assumed thatthe purpose of the mem- 
bers of the convention and those whom they 
represented was to overthrew the one- 
man power. and in that movement he 
was with them, heart and soul, prepared to make 
any sacrifice, then or in the future, for the attain- 
ment of the end which they all had in view. As one 
of the means of accomplishing that, he desired a 
complete severance between municipal affairs and 
partisan politics. He was utterly opposed to the 
spoils system. It had nerved the hand of the as- 
sasgin who had slain the President, and was frult- 
ful only of degradation in our politics. He did 
not believe in turning men out of office 
who had faithfally served the city with every 
recurring election. If he were elected Mayor, 
and thought he owed anything to any persons 
after election for political services, he would pay 
them in oash. He would not foist them on the 
public. In conclusion, the speaker said he did not 
desire the nomination, but he felt that in civil, as 
in military, life it was the duty of a good citizen to 
respond cheerfully when called to serve in any 
post of the Government or by his feliow-citizens. 

Addresses were also made by Thomas Kinsella 
and Andrew McLean. The former denied that he 
aspired to the title of Boss, as had been iatimated 
in some quarters, and claimed that his proudest 
ambition was to be an humble instrument in 
helping to liberate the DVemooracy from 
the thralldom of Bossism. The hall was 
densely crowded during the proceedings, and 
the utmost enthusiasm prevailed. Before the 
City Convention met a meeting of the Contral 
Demoeratic Association (Jefferson Hall) was held 
ond the City Convention called for Saturday even- 
ing. The Senatorial and Assembiy District Coa- 
ventions were called for the 13th inat. 

At a meoting of the ‘‘People’s Party,’’ held in 
Everett Hall last evening, Gen. Slocum was unaul- 
mously nominated for Mayor. The General ac- 
eepted, and would have addressed the meeting, 
but he was thenin the hands of the Jeffersonian 
committee appointed to apprise him of his nomi- 
nation by that body.

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CLOSE OF THE ANNUAL SESSION—-A VISIT TO 
PRESIDENT ARTHUR. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—At the session of the 


National Board of Steam Navigation to-day dele- 
gates were appointed to the Mississippi River Im- 
provement Convention on the 26th inst. and a sys- 
tem devised for the collection of membership 


dues im shipping localities by persons spe- 
cially selected. Cairo, Ill., was selected as the 
place for assembling next year, and arrange- 
ments were made for holding the annual 
meeting on Dec. 1, 1882, on board of a steam-boat 
on the Mississippi en route to New-Orleans. At 
noon a committee of the board paid their respects 
to, and were courteously received by, President 
Arthur at his residenceon Capitol Hill. E. W. 
Gould, of St, Louis, and Gen. J. 8, Negley, of Pitts- 
burg, were the spokesmen. The latter, after re- 
ferring to the former identification of President 
Arthur with the commercial interests of New-York, 
briefly alluded to the objects of the board 
in behalf of a great public interest. The 
President made a pertinent reply, observing 
that in the shadow of the great calamity which 
had befallen the country there was no escape 
from the duty which had devolved upon him, and 
that in the objects in which his visitors were in- 
terested, as in all measures, he would endeavor to 
justify the expectations of themselves and the 
country. 

At the afternoon session, Surgeon-General Ham- 
ilton, of the Marine Hospital Serviee, was present 
by invitation, and participated in the discussion of 
a resolution to reduce the Marine Hospital tax on 
ferry and tug boats. After some discussion the 
resolution was withdrawn by its author, On mo- 
tion of B. 8. Osborn, a resolution was adopted rec- 
ommending to Congress the establishment of a 
national sailors’ saug harbor. The following are 
the officers for the ensuing year: President—E. W. 
Gould, of St. Louis; First Vice-President—R. H.

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GUN-SHOT WOUNDS. 
INTERESTING PAPER READ BY DR. J. 
MARION SIMS, 

Seldom indeed on the occasion of the read- 
ing of a paper by a member have the rooms of tho 
Aeademy of Medicine been so thronged with dis- 
tinevisbed members of the medical profes- 
sion as they were last evening, when 
Dr. J. Marien Sims read his memoir on the 
surgery of ‘‘ Gun-shot Wouhds of the Abdomen.” 
Amony those present were Dr. Austin Fiint, Dr. 
James R. Wood, Dr. Lewia A. Sayre, Prof. Faneuil 
D. Weisse, Drs. Gardner and Muzzey, of the Unit- 
ed States Army; Dr. Cushing, Dr. Newell, of New- 
Bruuswick, N. J.; Dr. W. T. White, Dr. John P. 


Garrisk, and many others. Dr. Fordyce Barker 
presided. In inttoducing his paper, Dr. Sims re- 
ferred to the great progress of ovariotomy as an 
operation during the last few years, and to its 
contributions to the important department 
of peritoneal surgery. The honor of hay- 
first performed the operation 
longed, he said, to an American 
geon, Dr. McDewell, and it was, therefore, in its 
origin especially an American operation. He 
traced the later progress of the operation in the 
hands of Atley, Peasley, Battey, and other surgi- 
cal masters in the United States, and of Spencer 
Wells and his coworkers in England. The question 
whether the incision in thé peritoneum should be 
completely closed or not was an open one with 
earlier surgery until experience and experiment 
alike evinced the propriety of bringing the cut edges 
of the membrane together and permitting them 
to unite. Dr. Sims cited eases in which the edges 
of the peritoneum only had united, while those of 
the abdominai wall had failed to knit together, 
and with the discussion of this point brought the 
subject down to the work of the recent Interna- 
tional Medical Congress in London, where a large 
number of papers were read on peritoneal surgery, 
in all its aspects, by Spencer Wells, Lawton Tait,

: and other distinguished Europeans. 


He next proceeded, with the disclosures of these 
a ae fresh in his memory, to discuss the advances 
n*peritoneal surgery of late years, since Listerism 
and the drainage tube came to avert the danger 
from septicemia that was once so intimately asso- 
ciated with ail operations involving incision of the 
peritoneum and the exsectionof anyof the viscera 
situated within its cavity. As between the two, if 
one or the other must be given up, Dr. Sims de- 
elared that heshould prefer to give up the anti- 
septic method of Lister and retain the privilege of 
using the tube, which could be inserted near the 
bottom of the cavity, and thus serye tocarry off 
all septic fiuid. He recalled a case in 
which he was associated with the late Dr. Néla- 
ton, of Paris, phyician to Napoleon IIL., in the per- 
formance of the autopsy. A large quantity of 
serous fluid mingled with blood was discovered in 
the peritoneal cavity, and there being no doubt that 
the patient had died of septic fever, he remarked 
to the distinguished Paris surgeon that the septic 
influence might have been avoided by using a 
drainage tube. ‘' Yes,” replied Nélaton, ‘and 
there would have been no objection to that.” 

After speaking of the various forms of peri- 
toneai surgery, Dr. Sims passed to gunshot wounds 
of the abdomen of that particular class involving 
penetration of the peritoneal cavity and of one or 
more of the viscera contained within it. One of 
the oldest cases cited was that of Dr. Newell, of 
New-Brunswiok, in which the patient acciden- 
tally shot himself, the bullet penetrating the 
peritoneum, perforating the intestine, and pass- 
ing completely through the body. Dr. Newell 
made an incision of the abdomen and 
peritoneum, removed the wad of tow and 
other matter, closed the wound, and the man re- 
covered. But the most pertinent cases cited 
were those of Albert D. Richardson, who lived 
five days after being shot, and of James 
Fisk, Jr. In the former, the liver and the 
gastric cavity were penetrated: in the latter, 
the bullet entered a little above tho umbilical 
mark, penetrating the omentum and perforating 
the viscera. In the light of modern surgery, Dr. 
Sims held that in both these cases an operation 
should have been attempted by incision of the 
abdominal well and the peritoneum, extraction of 
the bullet, clesure of any perforation of 
the viscera that existed, thorough cleansing 
of the peritoneal cavity, and the insortion 
of a drainage tube. He next alluded 
to his experience as an ambulance surgeon in the 
Franco-Prussian war, and the lessons in peritoneal 
surgery gathered from it, showing, as a general 
law, that in wounds received below the rim of the 
pelvis the patient usually recovered, while in those 
in which the bullet entered above that point the 
termination was uniformly fatal. 

In conclusion, Dr. Sims adverted briefiy to the 
President’s case and to the telegram sent by him 
to am American physician three days after the 
event oecurred. It was then believed that the bul- 
let had penetrated the peritoneum and injured 
the liver. He had prepared the paper he had 
just read to show that his advice was 
based upon enlightened surgical principles, had 
the first dGiagnosis of the case proved 
to be correct. later diselosures of the case 
had, however, taken it out of the category of 
peritoneal surgery, and shown the wound to ke 
one involving bone and muscle only. Hadit been 
a wound involving the peritoneumi, however, the 
only hope of saving jlife would have rested in an 
operation such as he advoeated. 

The paper was ably discussed by Dr. Sayre, Dr. 
James R. Wood, Dr. Cushing, Dr. Muzzey, and 
others.

The car 
was stopped and one of the gentlemen 
stepped off and called upon Patrolman 
Jagles, of the T'wenty-ninth Precinct, who was 
en route to Police Head-quarters, to interfere. 
Jagles took cliarge of Dennison, and brought him 
to Police Head-quarters with the aid of au officer 
of the Fifteenth Precinct.

From among the long list of apprehension 
which disturb the peace of mind of. the Czar of ai 
the Russias, as regards his life, that of being 
poisoned must henceforth be excluded. Tha 
Nibilists pretend that the Ozar's earthly career is te 
be put an end to by them, and by them only; aslow 
poison does not enter into their programme, which 
aims at a prompt and sudden effect, to encompass 
which that terrible band looks upon dynamite as 
the most active agent. In spite of all his carea 


and yexations, Alexander III. has thus far 
preserved a splendid appetite, with a decided 
preference for the national Russian dishes, 
quite in keeping with his leaning toward tha 
old Russian menners and habits. The Czar’s 
dinner, for instance, is always preceded by the 
national ‘‘zukuska,” which forms the preface ot 
the introduction, as it were, to the gastronomic 
oceupation.

BEDFORD CHAPEL, LONDON. 
HE REV. STOPFORD BROOKE AND THE 
NEW MOVEMENT. 
To the Kdtior ay the New-York Times: 

Twelve months ago the Established Church 
of England was astonished at the secession of one 
of its ablest ministers, the Rey. Stopford Brooke, 
incumbent of Bedford Chapel, London. Widely 
known asthe biographer of Frederick Robertson, 
he was not, indeed, a man whose teachings had 
ever satisfied the oonceptions of Low Churehmin 
or of High Churchmen, and he had long been re- 
garded as an original thinker whose speculations 
trenched upon the accepted formulas of orthodox 
doctrine; but the fold which included Dean Stan- 
ley and Dr. Pusey seemed to possess boundaries so 
fiexible that few were prepared fer Mr. Brooke’s 
withdrawal, and everywhere it excited the liveliest 
discussion. This interest probably grew out of, as 
it certainly reflected, the unrest of intelligent 
mainds dissatisfied with explanations which the ad- 
vance of scientific and critical investigation had 
apparently reduced to the proportions of unrea- 
sonable assumptions and waiting for new light to 
be cast upon old difficulties, come whence it might. 

To all those who were familiar with the theology 
of Robertson, and who were aware of the resem- 
blanee which existed between his teaching and that 
of Mr. Brooke, it was a matter of especial interest 
where Mr. Brooke would go when he stepped out 
of the Angelican communion. Would he become a 
Channing Unitarian or a follower in the footsteps 
of Theodore Parker? Or would he, perchance, 
lapse into agnosticism? Mr. Brooke joined none 
of these divisions. Accepting the explanation 
which the law of evolution gives of many of the 
facis of nature and of life, he has found {t logically 
necessary to abandon the miraculous element of 
the Seri pture story, while retaining, nevertheless, 
and teaching every vital truth for which Christian- 
ity stands. In his view the lifeof Jesus, separated 
from the purely human accretions which have dis- 

torted and obscured the record, still remains the 
source of all spiritual life in man, the hope of the 
future, and because the hepe, therefore the uplift- 
ing ofthe humanrace. An enthusiastic attachment 
to the person of the Master is an essential part of 
Mr. Brooke's teaching. 

If this movement be the logical outcome of that 
form of religieus t hought which, among Episco- 
palians, is denominated * * Broad Chure h,’’ the ques- 
tion arises whether Mr. Booke's position isin any 
respect representative or simply individual, Are 
there ministers in the United States or in England 
who are prepared to follow the path he has taken? 
Are there laymen ready to receive this new form 
of the old truths? Undoubtedly there are many 
men in the pulpit, manyin congregations, many 
who attend no church at all, whose minds are ina 
atate of flux, not knowing in what to rest, while a 

certain number have adopted the barren philoso- 
phy which Jeads to agnosticism.

It is this spi tual element 
which differentiates at once Mr. Brooke’ s teaching 
from the rationalism of Theodore Parker: finally, 
it is separated forever from agnosticism by using 
the law of evolution as a firm basis for a 
reasonable faith and not as an excuse for univer- 
sal doubt. it willbe observed, therefore, that Mr. 
Brooke’s position has been reached by a process of 
development and not by revolution. It is not a 
series of negations, but is emphatically a setting 
forth of old truths based on the sure foundation of 
the facts of uature and of life, and these facts as 
interpreted by the mind of the Master. The ne- 
ressity for devotional exercises ts recognized and 
met by the continued use of the Anglican liturgy, 
emended to meet the changed point of view. The 
Service Book in use at Bedford Chapel follows the 
Book of Common Prayer very closely, while intro- 
ducing such short, though radical, changes as the 
omission of the words * 
clauses. The Creed and the hg oe: J are left out 
altogether, snd there are some noticeable modifi- 
cations in the Order for the administration of the 
Lord’s Supper. The Gloria appears in an altered 
form, wh ile the Te Deum is preserved, some 
claises bein; g omitted.

Whatever may be the issue of this movement, it 
points out a way which many minds are already 
prepared to follow, and it offers, at least, a hope 
and a bometo many who at present are seeking 
both.

ARCH ZOLOGICALFINDS AT HOMBURG. 
To the Kdttor of the New-York Times: 

Some very interesting discoveries have 
been made during the past aad present week 
in the park of this renowned watering-place 
and in the vicinity, a brief description of 

{ which will, I think, be interesting to your 
readers. Only last week, while one of the 
peasants was plowing in one of his fields, about 
one and a half miles from here, and near the little 
dorf (or village) of Oberstedter, his plow seemed 
to catch in what appeared to him like a wall. He 
at once took his spade and commenced digging to 
ascertain what the obstruction was. After digging 
for a few minutes he came upon a wall, which was 
inaremarkable state of preservation and some con- 
siderable extent in size. The peasant concluded 
at once to send for Bau-Meister Jacoby, 
who has charge of the Roman and other 
antiquities in the Kursaal of Homburg, and known 
as the Saalburg Museum. He at once repaired 
to the spot with some workmen, and already the 
ruins of a Romen villa over 70 feet in length have 
been unveiled, but only a small part has as yet 
been uncovered, owing to want of funds. It is 
well known that the funds for this purpose are con- 
tributed by individuals, but as the contributions are 
small, not much work can be done. Dr. Jacoby 
thinks the walls are those of a former Roman villa, 
which has been covered up for nearly 19 cen- 
turies. The walls were struck about three teot be- 


low the surface. A few Roman ornaments and 
some pottery have been found, but so far only a 
small portion of the villa has been opened, and it 
is probable that much more will be discovered. 
The savants who have visited this all agree that it 
is the ruin of a Roman villa, and that the Romaus 
once cultivated the country about Homburg. It 
was formerly supposed that the Romans only oc- 
cupied the large Roman camp or fort known as 
the Saalburg, about three miles from here and 
known so well to numerous American and 
English visitors who have been to see it. 
Some noted military men who have carefully ex- 
amined the Saalpurg, or Roman camp, vicini ity, have 
always contended that the Romans only held and 
occupied this fort, and had no settlements outside. 
This, they thought, was confirmed by the fact that 
the great earthwork. or embankments, extending 
from Bonn, on the Rhine, to the Danube, was built 
for a defense against the attacks of the barbari- 
an or Teutonic tribes. This earth-wall was nearly 
400 miles in length, and is in a good state of preser- 
vation to-day. It runs close by the Saalburg, and 
thoes newly found ruins of Roman houses are out- 
side of these embankments, and known here as the 
‘‘Pfhal Gruben,.” ‘There is no history of any 
Roman settlements nearer than Mayence and Wies- 
baden. Two years ago, on opening the ground 
where the skating-rink was being built, in the Kur 
Park, at Homburg, the workmen came upon the 
foundations of an old Roman bath-house, showing 
that the springs here were; known to the ancierts 
during Ceesar’s time. Also, the same year, on mak- 
ing excavations at the Rossbach Springs, 11 miles 
from here, 17 feet below the surface were found 
Roman pottery, coins, lamps, dvinking-cups, &c. 
showing that the springs there were also well 
known to, and had been used by, the Romans, who 
always formed camps where there was good water. 
Though the history of the same only goes back 400 
years, that being the time the springs have be- 
longed to the Commune of Rossbach. History only 
| mentions Homburg from the year 816, during the 
time of Charlemagne, but late discoveries show con- 
clusively that Homburg was a Roman bathing- 
place. There is now springing up quite a rage for 
discoveries of old ruins, and we hope something 
important will be found. During the past week

I did not learn that there was any- 
thing new discovered. Then a meeting was held | 
in the museum at the Kursaal, and was a very 
| interesting one. Dr. Hammerman_ Redacten, of 
| the Frankfort Journal, one of the oldest papers in 
| Germany, presided, and made some very pleasant 
sketches and remarks of what the society had done 
during the past year. Yesterday, the 19th inst., 
while some laborers were digging out the stump 
of a dead apple tree in an orchard in the elevated 
ground, about 40 rods north of the Louisen Spring. 
in Hombarg, they eame upon some wails, evidently 
of a Roman temple, about three feet below the 
surface. So far, owing to bad weather, but a small 
piece of ground has been excavated. Here were 
found iron javelins, spear-heads, {vory pins, 
swords, horse-shoes, and many other Roman orna- 
ments. I think this will prove one of the most 
wonderful discoverics made for years past. This 
is visited by great numbers who are anxious to see 
these finds. The pieces of pottery found are 
really beautiful and highly ornamented, and all 
bear the maker’s name “‘ Pater,”’ ‘‘Ossa,”’ ‘* Sacri,”’ 
&c., in Rome, and were all bronght here from 
Ituly, in the time of Augustus, probably. You are 


| aware that none but these old Romans knew how 


to polish pottery which will stand untarnished for 
2,000 years. Tho oldest coin so far found is ong of 
the Triumvirate of Pompey, Lepidus, and Antony, 
if I remember rightly. I may send you a further 
account if anything more is found w orth describ- 
ing.

THE ACCOUNTS OF THE AMERICAN 


BIBLE SOCIETY. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

You will perhaps, in justice to the Amorican 
Bibie Society, admit afew words in reply to the 
article signed ‘‘ Accountant,’ which you have in- 
serted in your issye of to-day from the Springfield 
(Mass.) Republican. In the first place, let me say 
that the balance-sheet of the society, as given on 

| page 144 of the annua! report, whether it be a “ flat 
failure,” in the estimation of *‘ Accountant,” or 
not, isa clear and concise statement of the actual 
resources of the society March 81, 1881. 2. The 
Burr legacy fund, as ‘‘ Accountant” states, belongs 
to the society for @ particular branch of its work. 
The society cannot use that fund for any other 
purpose than that for which it was given. The in- 
come from this fund has not becn fully expended 
each year. Hence the accumulation of $€,447, 
which is included in the assets of the society; but 
as it is also a liability, it very properly appears on 
the credit side of the balance-sheet. 3. The Bible 
House property was the result of special gitts made 
to the society by residents of this City (less than $509 
boing contributed outside of New-York) in order 
that the American Bible Society might have a per- 
manent home, Its original cost is given in the bal- 
ance-sheet. Its market value, varying from year 
to year, need not be taken into account in the bal- 
ance-sheet. Itis not for sale, but is used for the 
purpose for which it was given, and is 
worth to the society precisely what it always 
has been. I doubtif ‘Accountant’s” lucid attempt 
to arrive at the present value of the premises will 
enlighten many of your readers. 4. It may seem 
strange to him that the salaries of the executive 
officers should be charged to building fund ac- 
count, yet the reason of this charge is plainly 
stated, as follows, upon page 149 of the annual re- 
port, which, he is eriticising: “It has been a source 
of gratification to the managers that this income 
(rental) has mainly sufiiced to pay the central ex- 
penses of its executive officers and employes with- 
out taking any portion of the money contributed 
for Bible distribution.”’ 5. It is well understood 
that many business corperations studiously en- 
deavor to make their assets appear as large as pos- 
sible, and not inffequently mislead the public in this 
manner. Js the integrity of a benevolent {nstitu- 
tion to be called in gerne when it simply gives 
the par value of its seourlties’? ‘ Accountant” 
shows to a dollar the market Value of these securt- 
ties. according to his estimate, April 1, 1681.

Money was invested in these, and large sums, too, 
and it may be in place ine here toask, Who but 
the American Bible Society would have made such 
an investment? Who would have printed the In- 
dian Scriptures in various dialects—the Mpongwe, 
Benga, Dikele, the Hawalian, Ponape, Gilbert 
Islands, and many others? How shall we estimate 


them as assets of the society? They have caused 
an expenditure from which no other return was

the society. As well might an insurance company 
enter among its assets the hundreds of thousands 
of pages of its various documents which it keeps 
constantly on hand for gratuitous distribution. 7. 
{t is very kind of ‘* Accountant” to make out a 

balance-sheet for the American Bible Society, but 
his summary is not a fair showing of itsreal assets. 
8 The gratuitous distribution and appropriations 
given upon pages 42-3 of the annual report are in 
nowise in conflict with the account of the Assist- 
ant Treasurer. Perhaps, if ‘Accountant’? was a 
little more familiar with the details of the bust- 
ness, he would not callin question the truthful- 
ness of the statement presented es the board. 

It is said that figures cannot lie, and yet *‘ Ac- 
countant,”’ by mixing different accounts and draw- 
ing his own conclusions, has managed on the one 
hand to depreciate the benevolent work of the so- 
ciety in precisely the same way that he has en- 
deavored on the other hand to augment its prop- 
erty, and all for the sake of showing that an insti- 
tution with such an enormous capital could only 
have spent the insignificant sum of $60,423 in Bible 
distribution in the United States. <A careful pe- 
rusal of the annual report will convince any un- 
prejudiced mind how unjust and fallacious is bis 
conclusion.

A NEEDED CONVENIENCE

Iread an article in your paper a few days 
ago about a patent metallic look-box to be at- 
tached to luggage in which to keepa card, sery- 
ing to identify one’s baggage should the checks 
be lost. This brings to my mind an arrangement 
which I have seen nsad on the so-called palace 
sleeping cars in Europe. These cars are similar to 
ours, except they still retain their method of com- 
partments, four berths being in asingle compart- 
ment, two on each side of thecar. In the middle 
of the compartment and against the wall is 
a iow closet for the porters use. On the 
top of this are a set of four small drawers 


about 6 inches square and 10 inches doen. 
These have locks and sre numbered to correspond 
with the nambers on the berth. The passenger 
who, for Instance, has berth F is given a key to 
box F. When he retires he 1s supposed to use this 
box as a sort of safe for his jewelry, watch, money, 
&c. The key can easily be hidden under the pil- 
low, or, perhaps, be given to the porter or con- 
ductor for safe-keeping. If some of our palace 
car companies would provide such boxes, fur- 
nished with Yale or security locks, they would cer- 
tainly be appreciated. A travyelerin these luxurt- 
ous cars of ours, where almost all our wants are 
provided for, has a feeling of insecurity in regard 
to bis valuables which could be easily obviated by 
the use of these boxes.

A LADY’S SUIT FOR DAMAGES WAS 

BUDDERLY DISCONTINUED. 

Mme. Maria A. Feredi, an operatic singer, 
having been injured on the Central Railroad of 
New-Jersey in February last, sued Francis 8S. La- 
throp, the Receiver of the Railroad, for $10,000 
damages. The attorney she employed was one 
Joseph J. Tenelli. In May last, after issue was 
joined in the suit, Tenelli discontinued the action. 
This discontinuance was based upon a paper pur- 
porting to be a generalirelease by the plaintiff of all 
her claims against the defendant in consideration 


of the sum of $330. A motion was made in Su- 
preme Court, Chambers, yesterday, to set ‘aside 
the order of discontinuance on the ground of fraud. 
An affidavit was made by Mme. Feredi in which 
she averred that she never signed the general re- 
lease, and did not know that her suit had been 
discontinued until some time after the order of 
digcontinuanee was entered. She declared that 
her lawyer, Tenelli, proeured another weman to 
personate her before the notary public in whese 
presence the general release was acknowledged; 
that Tenelli gave her no part of the money he re- 
ceived for her; that she had endeavored to pro- 
cure Tenelli’s arrest, and that he had fled from the 
City to avoid arrest. The motion te set asice 
the order was opposed on the grounds 
that Tenelli, having been the attorney of record 
for the plaintiff, was empowered to settle her suit; 
that the action was finally terminated by the order 
of diseontinuance, and that the alleged fraud was 
a matter between the plaintiff and her former at- 
torney, and did not concern the defendant, who 
had acted honestly and in good faith. Judge Bar- 
rett reserved his decision. Mr. James M. Lyddy 
appeared for the motion, and Mr. Hobart W. Doe 
Forest opposed it.

A PLAINLY SPOKEN VERDICT. 
Coroner Wiggins and a jury sat until 4 
o'clock yesterday morning to finish the inquest 
over the remains of Capt. Lienel Decker, who, 
with James Tammay, was killed by the boiler ex- 
plosion at Bulman & Brown’s dry-dock, foot of 


Essex-street, Jersey City, on the morning of Sept, 
13. The jurors rendered the following verdict: 
‘That the cause of the explosion on the morning 
of Sept. 13, 1881, of the boiler on the dry-dock of 
Mossrs. Bulman & Brown, located at the foot of 
Essex-street, Jersey City, causing the death of 
Lionel D. Decker, was an imperfect safety valve in 
the hands of a careless, incompetent engineer 
in the person of George Evesson, and we 
therefore censure Messrs. Bulman & Brown 
for leaving the boiler without an engineer 
from 7 to 8o’clock in the morning, and we would 
recommend that the Legislature of the State enact 
some law requiring all engineers in charge of 
steam- engines in this State to pass an examination 
as to compeieucy and to obtain a license, and also 
to cause steam-boilers to be inspected every year.” 
Warrants were issued for the arrest of the dry- 
dock owners and of Evesson, the engineer, and 
Constable Myer took those parties into custody.

The Irving Hall faction of the local De- 
mocracy contrives to maintain a show of 
vitality, and though disposed to be concili- 
atory in its dealings with rival organizations, 
it resolves with much solemnity that 
Irving Hall is the only organization 
entitled to admission to the State 
Convention. After listening to the 
inspiring harangue of Col. Freprrick A. 
ConkLING last night, the Irving Hall patri- 
ots must have been more than ever im- 
pressed witlk the greatness of the trust 
which they have to administer. Ac- 
cording to the eloquent Colonel, the 
Government is in the last stages 
of corruption and rottenness, and nothing 
can save it from utter ruin but the interven- 
tion of the Democratic Party, and in partic- 
ular of that section of it which by the grace 
of Tammany contrives to pay its running 
expenses and retain its local habitation in 
Irving Hall. The state of mind of the man 
who could amid such environment read an 
elaborate dissertation on the fundamental 
principles of government as set down by 
JEFFERSON is aS curious a study as the 
mental processes of the Murphys and Calla- 
hans who gravely listened to it. 

‘‘ MACHINE’ ORGANIZATION IN THE 
Oirs. 

As a reformer Mr. Grorcs Brtss is de- 
cidedly eccentric. No one has ever set forth 
more fully or forcibly than did he in No- 
vember, 1879, in an open letter to CHESTER 
A. Artnor, then Chairman of the Republi- 
can Central Committee of this City, the 
abuses existing in the local party organiza- 
tion. He claims that they are not so 
flagrant now as they at that 
time, but evidence is wholly lacking to 
support the improbable assumption that the 
process of degeneration was arrested after 
the date of his letter and that amelioration 
spontaneously set in. In fact, all the evi- 
dence goes to show that the organization 
is now quite as bad as when its demerits 
were so forcibly described by Mr. Buss less 
than two years ago. The Assembly district 
associations contain scarcely one-tenth of 
the Republican voters of the City, 
no effort is . made to secure a 
representation of the party in 
It is not mere apathy that keeps 
Republicans out of them, but the member- 
ship is purposely kept under control by the 
managers. Voters are excluded and even 
expelled for no reason but lack of subservi- 
ency to the leaders. The rolls are manipu- 
lated for the purpose of carrying ‘elections 
and caucuses. The recent rejection of 
Congressman McCoox’s vote in his own 
district is an illustration of the frauds per- 
petrated by this method. It is well known 
that Republicans are kept’out of the associ- 
ations, that members are prevented from ex- 
ercising their privileges in them, that men 
not members are brought in to cast votes for 
the machine managers, and that every form of 
abuse and corruption is rank in the Republi- 
can organization of this City as it exists 
to-day.

No man knows this better than GrorcE 
Buss, and yet he was instrumental in de- 
feating the movement in the State Conven- 
tion in favor of a re-enrollment and reor- 
ganization. That this defeat was permitted 
by the anti-machine majority is a stain 
upon the record which it made in the 
convention. _ The Committee on Cre- 
dentials, of ~ which Mr. Buiss was a 
leading member, reported a_ resolution 
in favor of charging the State Committee 
with the task of securing the needed re- 
organization. Action upon this was de- 
ferred until the other important business 
was completed, and then it was laid on the 
table by a slender majority of five. Though 
the total vote on the question was 
more than one hundred short of 
the number of delegates, that in favor 
of tabling the resolution exceeded the 
full strength of the Stalwarts. It is freely 
charged that the fraudulent practices of the 
local machine were brought into requisition 
for the defeat of reorganization. Certainly 
the arguments used were discreditable alike to 
the intellect and the honesty of those employ- 
ing them. Mr. Briss knows perfectly well 
that the Republican voters of New-York 
and Brooklyn are not represented by the 
machine, and that they hold to their party 
allegiance in spite of their repugnance to its 
methods. He knows that the large vote.of 


last Fall was in no sense or measure 
due to the character or capacity of 
the men who control the _ associa- 


tions, It was not brought out by 
them or through them, and probably 


would haye been larger but for the odium 
which they bring upon the party, reorgan- 
ization is needed to strengthen, and could in 
no case weaken, the party in the City. Mr. 


Biss may have been carried away by a de- 


sire to defeat Dirrennorrer and the Re- 


publican clubs, but in doing so he defeated, 
also, the desires of the respectable Republi- 
cans of the City. 


The only semblance of a decent argument 
used against the resolution providing for a 


reorganization under the direction of the 
State Committee was that which maintained 
that the Republicans of this City have the 
right to control their own organization... It 


was assumed that a committee representing 


the whole party of the State had no 


business to interfere with the enrollment 
and the organization in these two counties. 
Thatis the right of the voters who live in 
them. Intheory this view is sound. The 
Republican voters of New-York and Brook- 


lyn aye the right to organize in their own, 


way and to direct their own action so far as 
local party affairs are concerned; but it is a 
notorious fact that they are prevented from 
doing so by the usurpations of a few 
active, self-seeking politicians, who not only 
assume to manage for them, but defiantly 
disregard their wishes in so doing. If those 
voters desired the aid of the State 
Convention and the State Committee 
in the recovery of their rights, they 
should have had it. It would not 
have prevented them from controlling their 
own organization, but would have enabled 
them to do so. That aid was refused at the 
bidding of the usurpers from whose control 
it was desired to rescue the organization, 
and Mr. Buiss made himself conspicuous 
among the number. 


The fact still remains that there is need of 
reorganization in this City. The corruptions, 
abuses, and evil-doings of the district asso- 
ciations, their misrepresentation of the Re- 
publican voters, and their efforts even to 
defeat the will of the voters when clearly 
made known, are a burden which the party 
cannot safely carry. They do not win but 
repel votes. They are not a source of 
strength but of weakness. They constitute 
one element, and that not a small one, in the 
bundle of considerations which lead Re- 
publicans to keep away from the polls 
on election day and even to contemplate the 
efficacy of voting the Democratic ticket as a 
means of extorting from their own party 
that regard for their rights which they seem 
unable to secure in any other way. Can the 
reform come from within? Can the party 
in the City reorganize itself without the 
help of the State Committee or of 
representatives of the party out of the 
City? Doubtless it can, but it is 
evident that no effort for this pur- 
pose will come from the existing associ- 
ations or those who control them. The re- 
form must come, if at all, not as a reorgani- 
zation of these associations, but as an organ- 
ization of the far larger part of the party 
outside of them. Some means must be de- 
vised whereby Republican voters can act 
freely in the preliminary movements of the 
party, or there can be no permanent health 
in its organization. 


THE CONVENTION AND THE TARIFF 

It might very properly have been supposed 
that the Republican State Convention would 
have very little, or even nothing, to say on 
the subject of the tariff. It is a subject, in- 
deed, in which the people of New-York are 
greatly interested, but it is not one on which 
Republicans are very distinctly divided from 
their opponents, and can by no means be 
considered at this moment and in State 
politics a ‘‘ burning question.”” But Mr. 
Senator Mriuer, in his address as tempo- 
rary Chairman of the convention, fairly in- 
troduced the subject, and the Committee on 
Resolutions paid some attention to it. The 
following language is found at the close of 
the third résolution: ‘‘ The surplus reve- 
nues justify the reduction of taxes at an 
early day, and this duty Congress should 
approach with due regard to the protection 
of American industry, and with the aim to 
reduce the number of tax gatherers and re- 
move occasion for offensive and costly legis- 
lation.” 

The first part of this declaration is clear 
enough. The surplus revenues not only 
justify the reduction of taxation, but they 
render itimperative. The amount of money 
drawn every year from the earnings of the 
people without the shadow of ‘necessity is a 
gross blunder in one sense and a gross wrong 
in another. It is a blunder because it 
harms the tax-payer needlessly, and it is 
a wrong because it has been kept 
up by a combination of favored manu- 
facturers who have resisted every attempt 
at intelligent reduction. The second por- 
tion of the clause is vague, but is capable of 
an interpretation about which sensible men 
will hardly dispute. Congress should unques- 
tionably approach the duty of reducing 
taxes with due regard to the protec- 
tion of American industry. It should 
not, for instance, make sudden and radical 
changes in any direction. The tariff as 
it is has not been materially modified since 
1870. Many interests have grown up under 
its provisions, relying upon them for cer- 


tain advantages. Where those advantages 
are clearly improper they should ke with- 
drawn, but this should not be done by any 


sweeping and rapidly acting measure, be- 
cause citizens have a right to reason- 
able stability in the policy of the 
Government affecting their interests. 
Again, what is due _ protection of 
American industry cannot be settled 
by any uniform formula. It must be fairly 
decided in each case on careful considera- 
tion. But Congress should adopt the gen- 
eral principle that the first purpose of a tax 
is revenue, and where a tax exists which 
yields little or no revenue, or which 
would yield more at a lower rate, 
it ought to be reduced unless the in- 
dustry affected can show some good 
and sufficient reason for continuing it. The 
duty of proving the necessity of the tax lies 


with the dealers who profit by it. The right 
of the people at large to be relieved of any 
tax not needed for revenue goes by itself. It 
needs no argument and no demonstration. 
It is as nearly a natural right as can be im- 
agined in a matter of fiscal legislation. 
Moreover, a ‘‘due’’ regard for the protec- 
tion of American industry will require Con- 
gress to ascertain clearly that the protection 


accorded to one industry does not injure 


others. Senator Mruier, for instance, 


should be required to show that the tax on 
wood-pulp, which is very prefitable to him- 
self and his associates in the manufacture, 
does not injure those who make or use 


paper, It would not be enough for 


him to show that paper is cheaper 
now than formerly, or as cheap here as in 
foreign markets, but that paper could not 
be made more cheaply if imported pulp were 
free. Again, as in this particular trade, 


there could unquestionably be the same 


profit with lower duties on imports, if im- 
ported materials used in manufactures were 
untaxed. A ‘‘due’’ regard for protection 
would require that Congress should exam- 
ine this class of facts also, and protect Amer- 


ican industry from discrimination against 


its materials. 

Other cases are more complex, but the 
same principle should prevail. There isa 
very heavy duty at once on imported wools 
and imported woolens. Wools are taxed 


to nratect the grower, woolens to pro- 


tect the manufacturer. To the unfortu- 
nate consumer this seems like putting the 
meal in one end of the bag and astone 
in the other. The consumer carries 
double weight. Due regard to protec- 
tion would require that this clumsy 
arrangement should be _ justified by 
facts which are not obvious to the ordinary 
observer. It is very generally alleged that 
woolen manufacturers could make equal 
profits and compete readily with foreign 
woolens if they could get their wools in the 
cheapest markets, and that they would still 
use as much American wool as they now do 
andmore. During the brief discussion of the 
Supreme Court decisions and the Treasury 
rulings in regard to knit woolen goods, which 
took place last Winter, an American mill- 
owner declared that if his mills were in 
Canada he could make his goods so cheaply 
that he could send them over the line, sell 
them at less than present prices here, after 
paying duties, and still have a better profit 
than now—all because his market for wool 
was restricted here and would be. unre- 
stricted there. Due regard for Amcrican 
industry undoubtedly demands that a 
case of such obvious oppression *hould 
be closely investigated. Again, there is a 
large class of materials, nearly or quite 
crude, of a mineral or chemical nature, such 
as linseed and other oils, expressed or vola- 
tile, which enter into manufactures. These 
are more or less heavily taxed under the 
present tariff. In approaching the duty of 
reducing taxation Congress should certainly 
have regard to the protection of American 
industry by the removal of such unnecessa- 
ry and embarrassing burdens. And in gen- 
eral, it may be repeated that the various 
classes of duties imposed by the tariff should 
be carefully taken up and examined ina 
practical and business-like manner, with the 
presumption always in favor of the tax- 
payer and consumer. 


The remaining clause of the resolution to 
which we have referred, which declares that 
Congress should ‘‘ aim to reduce the num- 
ber of tax gatherers and remove occasion 
for offensive and costly legislation,’? proba- 
bly was intended to refer to the internal 
revenue system, but its bearing on the Cus- 
toms system is much more direct. The abo- 
lition of entirely barren taxes, ot of the 
crude and complicated taxes which . now 
exist, would dispense with the ~ ser- 
vices of quite an army of tax gatherers. 
This is the more desirable since in many 
instances, though a tax, and a heavy one, is 
paid by the consumer, it is not gathered into 
the public Treasury at all, but into the 
pockets of favored manufacturers, who are 
far less representatives of American indus- 
try than their customers. 

INTERNATIONAL FRIENDSHIP. 

It is singularly fortunate that the celebra- 
tion of the anniversary of the surrender at 
Yorktown, following as it does very closely 
upon the death and burial of GARFIELD, 
should be the occasion for recalling a pleas- 
ant line of memories and of awakening a 
new train of associations. The wonderful 
national and international episode of which 
the beloved President was the inspiration 
and centre moved toward the Republic the 
hearts of allnations. Nevertheless, it must be 
acknowledged that none were so near to 
us in that time of sorrow, anxiety, and de- 
pression as the English peop‘e, from Queen 
to commoner. It is true that we had the 
tender sympathy of men of all lands in that 
trial From almost every corner of the 
globe came messages of affectionate interest 
and of solicitous inquiry, and when the blow 
fell it seemed to ‘‘eclipse the gayety of na- 
tions.” But, as we turn instinctively to 
home and kindred, when some bereavement 
comes near us, as individuals, we looked to 
England for the heartiest and fullest sym- 
pathy which was to be extended from any 
people. Then we learned, as we have never 
realized before, that our natural allies are 
those who speak the English language. 

The celebration of the one hundredth an- 
niversary of the surrender at Yorktown 
brings before the mind of every man famil- 
iar with the history of his country a striking 
picture of the great military event which 
terminated the American war of inde- 
pendence. And one of the conspicuous 
features of that dramatic finale to a long 
and exhausting contest was the pres- 
ence in this country of many _ vol- 
unteer officers from France. These 
brave Frenchmen did not fight for the 
mere love of adventure, nor for the gratifica- 
tion of any of those selfish and ignoble de- 
sires which too often urge men forward in 
the paths where military glory may be 


reached. They did not even have for a 
motive that fierce patriotism which burned 
in the breasts of our forefathers. They 
fought upon a foreign soil, for a 
country in which they had no stake, 
and in whose political independence 
they had no personal share. They chival- 
rously lent their arms to acause which to 
them seemed noble and inspiring. They 
fought for the abstract idea of liberty. They 
shared the fatigues, privations, and labors of 
the patriot Army, and when victory was 
won they returned to their own homes 
across the sea, satisfied with our success and 
rejoicing in the sacrifices which they had 
made for the new-born Republic. 


Early French explorers, voyagers, and 
pioneers have left their traces all over the 
Republic. From Maine to the great lakes, 
and from the head-waters of the Missouri 


River to the Gulf of Mexico, there must 


forever endure the names of the adventurous 


Frenchmen. D’AULNEY, DE LA Tour, Du 
Qvesnz, La SALLE, Hennepin, IsERVILLE 
—these familiar names recall chapters of 
the early history of this continent 


filled with romance and crowded with strange 


interest. Butwhen we think of LaFayette, 
RocHAMBEAU, DE GRASSB, and D’ EsTAING, it 
is impossible to repress a thrill of patriotic 
exultation that these gallant and unselfish 
men should have been so intimately associat- 


ed with all that long train of events which 


led up to American independence. They 
were our friends when we _ needed 
friends. Their substantial aid and their 
strong sympathy with our _ struggling 
cause are now a part of our country’s glory. 


The anniversary of the conclusion of the 


war ought, among other things, to revive 
our gratitude to the noble-hearted French- 
men who helped us to gain our national inde- 
pendence, and who made the name of their 
own country forever dear to every grateful 


American, Jt was but vesterday that we 


were grasping the hand of sympathy 
stretched scross the Atlantic to us in 
our sorrow from Old England. To-day we 
are welcoming, with cordial friendship, the 
representatives of another race, a race to 
which we are allied by the strong tie of 
gratitude for help in time of need. 


The American Republic is fortunate in its 
friendships. It is fortunate in that, while it 
has entangling alliances with none, itis at 
peace with allnations. The position, politi- 
cal theory, and mission of the Republic re- 
move it entirely from all contact with the 
jealousies, rivalries, and suspicions which 
harass other nations. The storms of war 


that break now and again over the troubled. 


peoples of other lands lose their force before 
their spent waves touch our shores. Our 
friendship is not sought for the purpose of 
gaining advantage by one nation over an- 
other. An alliance with the American Re- 
public is not a compact which threatens the 
peace of any people beneath thesun. In 
the catholicity of American public opinion 
all faiths and all political forms find kindly 
toleration and intelligent consideration. The 
Republic is not only the refuge of the 
oppressed of all countries, but the ever- 
open land into which all men may enter 
and be at home. This has been so thor- 
oughly exemplified of late years that when 
any great trouble or any notable event has 
befallen us millions in other lands have 
turned their eyes hither. It is the 
land in which their own kindred 
have made themselves new homes. As 
a nation, we have passed through many 
stages of growth. We have deserved the 
criticism (and even some of the ill-nature) 
which has been lavished upon us. But to- 
day, the most powerful Nation in the world, 
with innumerable chords stretching to every 
land beneath the sun, at peace forever, we 
rejoice in the sympathetic friendship of all 
the nations.

MRS. THOMPSON'S ARGUMENT. 

That charming lady, Mrs. Peleg Thomp- 
son, who was for so many years the ac- 
knowledged leader of society in Shebasco- 
seogee, had a peculiar method by which she 
always emerged triumphantly from the hot- 
test debate, snatching victory from the very 
jaws of defeat. When she found herself 
entirely unable to answer the arguments of 
an antagonist, she was accustomed to accept 
them with a suddenness that took away the 
breath of the by-standers, and to remark, 
‘«That’s just what I say.’” Of course, there 
could be no further dispute, and Mrs. 
Thompson, assuming an air of triumph, ac- 
tually produced upon the Shebascoseogee 
mind the impression that she had over- 
whelmed her opponent with unanswerable 
arguments. 

The excuses by which certain over-pairi- 
otic Americans are now seeking to explain 
the defeat of American sloops by the Scotch 
cutter Madge have much of the boldness of 
Mrs. Thompson’s method of converting 
defeat into victory. Some days ago our 
esteemed but scarcely nautical contempo- 
rary, the Hvening Post, suggested that the 
Madge was merely a racing machine, and 
that even if she did sail faster than our cen- 
tre-board sloops, the latter were much more 
roomy and comfortable. These views, 
which might possibly be accepted in St. 
Louis or the interior of Germany, rather 
startled our yacHtsmen by their novelty and 
extreme brilliancy. It seems, however, 
that after a few days’ reflection it has been 
decided by reckless patriots that the defense 
pleaded by the Hrening Post in behalf of the 
defeated sloops is the only available one, 
and accordingly it has been urged with an 
earnestness that nearly resembles good faith. 

Hitherto the advocates of American centre- 
board skimming dishes have conceded that 
the typical English cutter is a much better 
boat for long cruises. They have admitted 
that the cutter has plenty of room below, 
so that her owner can live on board her 
with comfort; that she is an excellent sea 
boat, and that she cannot be capsized. On 
the other hand, they have insisted that the 
cutter is slow in comparison with our 
centre-board boats, and that inasmuch as 
the latter are intended for racing and for an 
afternoon’s sail in smooth water, their lack 
of accommodation is of no consequence. 
The whole question between cutters and 
skimming dishes has. been virtually 
this, ‘‘Is a slow, but roomy, comfortable, 
and safe boat preferable to a shallow racing 
machine that will sail wonderfully fast in 
light breezes ?”’ and, of course, men whose 


idea of yachting is to sail races in the Lower 
Bay, and to make moonlight excursions up 


the Hudson, have decided in favor of the 
skimming dish. That the safe and roomy 
cutter is slow in comparison with the centre- 
board boat has been the one overwhelming 
argument against it by which the advocates 
of shallow racing machines have justified 
their preference. It need hardly be said 
that the discussion in regard to English cut- 
ters has been almost entirely a question of 
model, for as between the handy cutter rig 
and the clumsy sloop rig there is absolutely 
no room whatever for any difference of 
opinion that is not based wholly upon pre- 
judice. 

But the performances of the Madge have 


upset the old argument of the centre-board, 


men. She has proved to be faster than the 


fastest of the skimming dishes. She won 
her victories not in the heavy weather in 
which it is admitted that a cutter may out- 
sail a centre-board sloop, but in fast whole- 


sail breezes, in which the centre-board boats 


ought to have done their very best. A fee- 


ble effort was made at first to attribute the 
Madge’s victory to the alleged superior cut 
of her sails, but as this involved the confes- 
sion that our sail!-makers do not know their 


business, it was thought best to say no more 
about it. Thesimple fact was that the typi- 


cal cutter could outsail the centre-boat craft 
in their own weather, and the whole Ameri- 
can argument against cutters vanished the 


moment that the greater speed of the latter 
was demonstrated, 


Now, we find certain yachtsmen—who 
most assuredly are not the owners of the 
defeated Seawanhaka yachts—completely 
abandoning their former ground and ex- 
claiming that they have always disliked rac- 


ing machines. They tell us that the Madge 


is, of course, very fast, but that she is built 
solely for racing, and that comfort on board 
of her is quite impossible; that their own 
beloved centre-board boats are built for cruis- 
ing; that they are roomy and comfortable, 


and that they themselvea sa tee yachts- 


men, prefer the safe, roomy, and comfortable 
cruising skimming dish to uncomfortable 
racing machines like the Madjs. What the 
Evening Post said in good faith from an 
inland and Germanic point of view these 
gentlemen now gravely’ repeat with 
every appearance of earnestness. They 
want the public to believe that @ yacht with 
room enough below the deck for a man to 
stand upright is less roomy than a boat the 
deck of which is only three or four feet 
from the keelson; that a yacht which can 
live in any sea and which no squall can cap- 
size isa dangerous machine in comparison 
with the centre-board boats, ome or more of 
which uniformly capsize whenever they sail 
@ race in a good stiff breeze; that a yacht in 
which a man can have a comfortable state- 
room, and can cruise all over the world if 
he isso disposed, is a racing machine, and 
that a shallow sail-boat built solely for speed 
and unfit to venture outside of Long Island 
Sound is the true cruising yacht. It is as if 
Jroquois should unexpectedly be beaten bya 
cab horse, and the owner of the former 
should thereupon assert that he always did 
hate those fast cab horses, and that he pre- 
ferred a good, steady-going, slow-paced hack 
like his own Jroqguows to any mere racing 
animal, 


Those who read newspapers will scarcely 
have failed to note that every day of late has 
brought with it the announcement of a defalca- 
tion. There are many who, looking back, regard 
this as not merely a deplorable proof of wide- 
spread dishonesty, but as alarmingly ominous of 
breakers ahead. They point to the Sommer of 
1878, and declare that defaulters in banks and pub- 
lic companies are the Mother Carvy's chickens of 
financial disaster. We do not apprehend that so 
frightful a catalogue of crime of this sort is in 
store for us now as then, but it is not to be denied 
that recent occurrences have invited sinister ap- 
prehensions. Striking events follow each otherin 
such rapid succession here that few persons pause 
to think of the past, yet the long list of plunder- 
ers and embezzlers might be pondered with profit, 
if only for reasons similar to those which 
caused the late. Duke of Wetttneton to 
place a copy of CRrrKsHANK’s~ ghastly 
plates of “The Bottle’ in every barrack. 
Between July, 1873, and Deo. 31, 1877, both inclu- 
sive, the names of more than three hundred firms in 
this country were published as embezzlers or default- 
ers in sums over $5,000, while doubtless scores 
more escaped publicity. In many cases tho thefts 
amounted to hundreds of thousands; in one or 
two to millions. They were not humble, unedu- 
cated men who did these things. To read the 
antecedents of most of those who figure in this 
black list might well make those persons despair 
who have supposed education to be the great pre- 
ventive of crime. Let us take, hap-bazard, a few 
cases: CHARLES T. CARLTON, Secretary Union Trust 
Company, New-York, $400,000, (dead;) Cuartzes H.

In Mr. BARNARD’s interesting article on te- 
legraphy in Harper’s Magazine a certain amount of 
stress is laid on the necessity of shortening the 
number of the characters used. With a language 
like our own, when the difficulties of combining or 
grouping only 26 letters are considered, how much 
harder must it be to use the telegraph for the trans- 
mission of Chinese. It hasindeed been quite gen- 
erally believed that Chinese was not trans- 
missible by ths wires, and that only telephonic 
communication was possible, This idea, however, 
is a mistaken one, for ever since 1871 Chinese and 
Japanese have been conquered by the telegraph 
operators. The first code seems to have been due 
toa Mr. Vievrer. But with a language which finds 
expression by means of not less than 44,000 hiero- 
glyphics, how could this be done? And then, again, 
it must be borne in mind that the sense of a Chi- 
nese word depends often on the simple moving of 
the accent. The first thing done was to weed out 
superfluous hieroglyphics, or words, and this mat- 
ter having been submitted to a corps of native 
scholars, some 6,900 characters were settled on. 
Afterwara these were subdivided into 214 classes, 
every class having a fixed radical. Now, having 
these characters, every one was represented by 
three numbers, and other numbers added to it 
meant the class. Cumbersome as this seems to be, 
though certain minor simplifications have been 
made, this is about the only way that Chinese or 
Japanese can be transmitted by the wires. In 
fact, itis always & cipher, as the operator, in re- 
ceiving his number or numbers, has to refer to his 
book for the solution. One cannot speak respect- 
fully of even as old a language as the Chiagse when 
it presents so many difficulties.

Returns already published of the recent 





election in France indicate clearly encugh, so far’ 


as figures can, the overwhelming Republican senti- 
ment which has swept away all opposition; but 
new meaning is added to the eompleteness of the 
victory by a map which the Times, of London, has 
published to show the geographical distribution of 
parties. By means of white spaces to represent Re- 
publican districts, spaces with parallel lines for 
Monarchist districts, and perpendicular lines for 
districts which returned Deputies who support the 
Bonapartist cause, the reader sees at once how 


far-reaching and peculiar isthe situation. Begin-> 


ning in the extreme south-east and going westward 
along the Mediterranean, not one Deputy other 
than Republican is found until the map is one- 
third crossed. Then is reached a Monarchist, ina 
large field of white, with his nearest Monarchist 
neighbor three districts further west of him. Pro- 
ceeding north on the middle line, two Monarchists 
are met one-fourth the way up, two Bonapartists 
one-half the way, a single Monarchist in the 
north-east, and three ia the far north. These 
Deputies are the sole opponents to the republic 
in all the western half of France, and, with one ex- 
ception, no two of them join each other. Around 
the others are great white spaces. For what might 


be called the east of France, as distinguished from 
the east central, there is one solitary Deputy who 
is nota Republican. Heis a Monarchist, and he 
represents the country of Sedan. The stronghold 
of monarchy remains still where it has always 


been since the first revolution put monarchy on 


the defensive—in La Vendée and in Brittany. La 


Vendée supplies it with three Deputies out of five, 
one of the remaining two being a Republican. 
The Bonapartists get from the country of the Cas- 
saGnacs, Gers, three Deputies out of the five; in- 
deed, its chief strength lies in tne south and south- 


west, with the western centre next, but compara- 


tively little of it comes from the north or north- 


west. Corsica, the land of the Bonararrss, out of 
five Deputies sends only one who is a Bonapartist; 
the four others are all Republicans. Algeria and 
Savoy, the youngest portions of the French do- 
mains, are unanimously Republican. Clearly, the 


present task of French Republicans is not so much 


how to govern France as a republic as itis how to 
govern themselves with wisdom and moderation.

Four thousand is a moderate estimate of the 
total numberof native American victims to the 
opium habit, and these, it is safe to speculate, con- 
sume one hundred erains of the drugaday. This 


gives a dally consumption of four hundred thousand 


grains, or about nineteen thousand pounds during 
the year. About three drams of the smoking 
opium, equivalent to six drams of the crude 
drug, make the average quota of a day’s consump- 
tion, and this much costs frem fifty to seventy-five 
cents. Some who go to perpetual excess, how- 
ever, have been known to consume as much 


es m® pound and a auarter during 


day. Taking the average, however, it will 
be found that the man who hankers after tha 
deleterious and short-lived enjoyment of the drug 
can gratify that foolish taste only at an expense of 
$200 a year, and the combined indulgence of all 
American opium-smokers wil) be found to be car- 
ried on at a cost of over three-quarters of a million 
of dollars yearly. And yet this waste is constantly 
being increased and the ranks of the fools multi- 
plied, notwithstanding that in some States and 
cities stringent laws, with penalties of heavy fines 
and imprisonment, have been resorted to to stay 
the hurtful progress of the habit. Arrests are con- 
stantly made in San Francisco, undera city ordl- 
nance, but, seemingly, without avail, and the 
vigorous legal prohibition of Nevada effects but 
little, if any, abatement of the evil. The importa- 
tions of smoking opium into America have steadily 
increased during the last ten years, and the retura 
for 1880 shows the enormous quantity of 77,194 


* pounds, valued at $773,796, imported, as against 37,- 


824 pounds, valued at $353,334, sent here in 1871, being 
an increase of 17,000 pounds in a singie year, and 
this inerease not being attributable to the increase 
of Chinese immigration at that. The number of 
Chinese smokers in the country is estimated at 
10,544, and calculating upon the same estimate as 
in the American cases, they consume 50,240 pounds 
of the arnginayear. Combined the consumption: 
reaches the startling figure of 69,240 pounds, 
making the cost for the total indulgence the 
enormous sum of over $2,900,000. A quantity of 
the oplum used is also smuggled, and is not in- 
cluded in the above estimate, and some of it is 
alsoimpure. The injurious effect of this consump- 
tion is thus inereased greatly, being bad enough 
when the pure drug alone is employed, as it 
leaves 33 per cent. of ash, six grains only of which 
{s enough to paralyze a rabbit when hypodermi- 
cally injected. The last point to be noted is that 
the repulsive spectre of the emaciated, cadaveroud 
creature to be found everywhere among Chinese 
votaries is seldom, if ever, seen among American 
opium-smokers. Nor, again, is the smoking of the 
drug so injurious a manner of introducing it into 
the system as the method of eating it or injecting 
it hypodermically.

Diph- 
theria, which afew months ago was very preva 
lent, has markedly subsided, and there has been no 
case of small-pox reported since June.

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ECHOES OF OLD WORLD LIFE. 


The progress of raiiway-building in India 
continues to be rapid. Much was done during the 
Afghan war, but the work did not stop with the 
return of peace. On Jan. 1, 1880, 9,325 miles of 
road were open, and 8388 miles had been added dur. 
ing the year then ended. Compared with the pre. 
vious year, the increase of net revenne was com 
siderably more than a half-million sterling. 

Further excavations near the Pantheon in 


Rome, for the purpose of isolating the structure 


from the buildings which surround it, have brought 
to light the baths of Agrippa. The floor of the 
baths is some six métres below the street-level, and 
is strewn with fragmenis of Cipollino marble. Aug 
immense fragment of cornice and the base of a

It is promised that by 
then the greater part of the line will be in running 
order for Jocal traflic also, and that in April a regu- 
jar through mail and passenger service from Ostend 
to Brindisi will be organized. 


Mr. Edward Marston’s letter from Stanley, 
the African explorer, announcing his recovery from 
his recent dangerous iliness, was dated from the 
Congo River, July 4, 1881. He saya he was serious- 
iy iil all through the month of May, and on the 15th 
thought he had reached his last day. His friends 
were called to his side and he spoke his farewell to 
them. “ But the crisis passed,”’ he continues, “and 
Tam alive yet, and at present strong and hearty. 
Yet I know what real sickness is now and what 
Africa is when she is in earnest.” 


Arrangements have been made in London 
fora pleasure trip around the world on a large 
scale. A company, organized for the express pur- 
pose of carrying out the scheme, has purchased a 
steam-ship of 2,110 tons register and fitted it up 
handsomely for the occasion. It is reported that 
the ship, which is named the Ceylon, will leave 
London on the 15th of October and returnin July, 
i882, For the entire trip the charges are £500 per 
gerson, with an additional £150 for servants. 
Should this experiment succeed, the company will 
prganize a regular series of trips around the world. 

Lady Brassey’s record of the Sunbeam’s 
voyage has, perhaps, had as wide a sale as any 
recent book of travel written by a woman, and, 
through her deep interest in the welfare of the 
working classes, the world has just been permitted 
to get acheap edition of it, which isa remarkable In- 
cident of English book-making. It has been brought 
out in wonderfully clear type, with some 60 wood- 
euts reproduced well from those in the original edi- 
tion, and all is sold forasixpence, For excellence, 
pttractiveness, and cheapness combined, the book 
is declared to be, perhaps, without a parallel in 
England. 


Mr. Darwin has been appealed to for infor 
mation in regard to the troublesome mosquito, 
which made its appearance in the heart of Belgravia 
last Summer. He was asked whether he thought 
bbe insect had been imported, and whether an ex- 
ceptionally hot month might not have developed 
the English gnat into the mosquito. Mr. Darwin is 
unwilling to extend the development theory ex- 
actly so far as that, and acknowledges that he can- 
mot answer the question. The gnat family is a 
very difficult one, he says. and is not well known; 
but no trustworthy evidence has been advanced of 
the iatroduction or appearance in England of a 
new species. He inclines tothink *“*some English 
ppecies haye lately increased in number.” 

Many interesting facts in the history of 
Kairwan have been brought tolight since it was 
known that the French Generals in Tunis have de- 
termined to attack it. It was from that city that 
the Caliphs marchea for the conquest of Spain, and 
in the year 707 A. D. the celebrated Tarik departed 
from itin command of the Moors to take part in 
the Spanish wars. Itis to Tarik that Gibraltar 
owes its name, it having been called in his time 
Diebel Tarik, or the mountain of Tarik. Each 
Moslem dynasty which has reigned in Northern 
Africa has left at Kairwan a mosque or a sanctua- 
ry. Of mosques the town has 26; of zaoriias, 56. 
Copper repoussé vessels made at Kairwan are just- 
ly prized throughout all Tunis, and from its trade 
In gold-embroidered saddles it derives considerable 
Bure income, 


Napoleon’s matrimonial alliances for him- 
self and his family form, apparently, an entirely 
new subject for a Napoleonic book. Capt. Bing- 
ham, of the English Army, is about to pubiish 
through a well-known London book firm a volume 
which. will show how the Emperor gratified his 
mania for match-making in his own family and in 
alliances for his Marshals, Berthier and Davoust, 
and his diplomatist, Talleyrand. He says there 
was a marriage scheme ‘‘mixed up with almost 
sll the important events of the empire, with the 
fatal march to Moscow as wellas with the rash 
and iniquitous invasion of Spain.’’ Further, he 
holds that had Napoleon remained much longer 
on the throne he would have no doubt revived the 
old French law by which, as M. Taine says, 
children of i4d were bound to march, and widows, 
mp to the age of 60, were obliged to re-marry.

THE FORMAL RECEPTION IN THE FIFTH-AVE- 
NUZ HOTEL YESTERDAY—A VISIT TO 
WEST POINT TO-DAY—A GERMAN RECEP- 
TION TO THE REPRESENTATIVES OF 


8TEUBEN. 

Yesterday was the day set apart in this City 
for the forma! reception and entertainment of the 
French delegation to the Yorktown centenrial. 
Early in thé morning the distinguished visitors 
were astir about the corridors of the Fifth-Avenue 
Hotel. At 100’clock uniforms were donned and 
the male members of the delegation started to visit 
Admiral Wyman, on the flag-ship Tennessee; from 
there they proceeded to the French flag-ship Magi- 
cienne, where they were cordially received by 
Rear-Admiral Haligon, and where they partook of 
a breakfast, which is the accepted French term 
for a noonday meal, The ladies of the party 
did not accompany the officers, but instead 
were driven to the different points of interest 
about the City, in company with Mme. Charlier and 
Mrs. Russell, of this City. They returned to the 
hotel about 2 o’olock tn the afternoon, where prep- 
arations had been made for their reception by. Gov, 
Cornell. Long before the appointed hour the gen- 
tlemen’s parior on the first floor of the hotel began 
to fill with men in dress coats and uniforms Dril- 


liant with deeorations, Gen. Boulanger, of the 
French Army, and his staff, and Rear-Admiral 
Haligon, with his officers, represented the two 
branches of the service. The Marquis de Rocham- 
beau headed the civil delegation. About 3:30 
the members of Gov. Cornell’s staff left 
the room, and assembled in Parlor No. 38, 
where they prepared to follow Gov. Cornell to the 
large parlor in which the reception was to take 
place. The staff was composed of the following 
Officers: Adjt.-Gen. Frederick Townsend, Gen. 
Lloyd Aspinwall, Gen. Horace Russell, Gen. D. D. 
Wyle. Gen. J. W. Hovsradt, Gen. C. J. Langdon, 
Col. J. M. Varnum, Gen. F. N. Mann, and Gen. A. 
C. Barnes. Goy. Cornell was met at the door of 
the reception-room by Mr. King, Chairman of the 
Reception Committee, who presented Rear-Admi- 
ral Haligon. The Admiral made the subse- 
quent introductions, which were confined to 
a few words in each instance. The fa- 
miliar assertion that French soldiers are in- 
ferior in height was not borne out by the 
appearance of the representatives yesterday, who 
in almost every instance were men over the me- 
dium height. The contrast of uniforms and num- 
ber of Gecorations gave the apartment quite a 
court appearance. The marquis de Rochambeau is 
a large, handsome man of probably 50 years of age 
or upward, witha white mustache and a profile 
and fournure which recalls the pictures still extant 
of the habitués of courts in olden times. There is 
a great deal of nobleness in his face. He was 
dressed throughout in black, with no_ deco- 
vations. Rear-Admiral Haligon was dressed 
in his naval uniform, a black close-fitting 
coat, cut off in the middie in front, with long tails 
behind, and trousers of the same color, with broad 
stripes at the sideof gold brocade. He wore on 
his breast the medal of the Legion of Honor. Capt. 
Jules de Cavelier de Cuverville, third in command 
in the naval delegation, who is a most amiable 
gentleman, was dressed in the same manner. He 
wore on his breast the orders of the official Legion 
of Honor, the Medjidie medal, the Papal decora- 
tion of Pius IX., and the French medal of 
Sebastopol. Noticeable among the handsome 
uniforms were those worn by Col. Lichten- 
stein, of the. Artillery of the Household, 
and Capt. Bausson, of the Dragoon Corps. 
Col. Lichtenstein’s uniform was of black cloth, 
with silver brocade stripes down the legs of the 
trousers, which are of white duck, and upon the 
arms were silver bands, while a standing silver 
collar, with the silvern eagles, finished the coat. 
He wore the shako, Capt. Bausson is a tall, power- 
ful-looking man. He wore the uniform of the 
dragoons; dark cloth, with red bands, and a steel 
helmet, with a superb horse-hair plume which fell 
to his shoulders. The uniform of the infantry, 
which was represented by the Viscount de Noailles, 
is a dolman, or coat, of dark cloth. with red 
trousers with black stripes, and a stiff hat witha 
cockade. Thecollar of the coat is a gold band, 
bearing upon it the number of the corps. The 
artillery uniform is similar to that of theinfantry, 
only that the former has the black pantaleons with 
two red stripes and the galon onthe arm. At the 
conclusion of the introduction the party were es- 
corted to the Twenty-third-street entrance of the 
hotel, whence they were driven in carriages to the 
stand on Madison-square, which had been erected 
for the review of the troops by Gov. Cornell which 
followed. 

After the review a delegation embarked in car- 
riages to pay s return visit to the French Consul, 
the larger part of the party remaining, however, in 
the hotel, where, at 6 o’clock, a reception was given 
for the purpose ot receiving any delegations of citi- 
—_ or committees from organizations that might 
Gall. 

At6o’clock last evening the foreigners again 
assembled in the gentlemen’s parlor of the hotel 
and received delegations from commercial bodies 
and different societies of this City. There were 
representatives fromthe Chamber of Commerce, 
the Historical Society, and a deputation from the 
French citizens of New-York. The latter deputa- 
tion was headed by Mr. Charles Reynault, of Rey- 
nault, Ering & Co., and M. Phillip Maillard, of the 
Credit Lyonnais. The representatives of the 
Chamber of Commerce were Messrs. Gracie 
King, Chairman; Mr. Charles Cooper, Mr. 
Wilson, and Mr. J. A. Stevens. The His- 
torical Society was represented by Mr. B. H. Field. 
Short addresses, expressive of their sentiments of 
friendship and esteem, were delivered by the 
Chairmen of the different delegations. They were 
received by the Marquis de Rochambeau, Gen. 
Boulanger, Admiral Haligon, and their respective 
staffs. The rooms were well filled, although there 
was not the throng which was noticeable at Gov. 
Cornell’s reception inthe afternoon. The strangers 
expressed themselves delighted with the parade of 
the afternoon. During the day a quantity of 
beautiful flewers were sent to the hotel by Mrs. 
Reiniander Stewart, and Senator Cameron, the 
Hon. John Bigelow, and others, called to pay their 
respects. 

After the reception the party availed themselves 
of the hospitality of the Union Club, which had 
been offered them during their stay in this country. 
They strolled down Fifth-avenue in threes and 
pairs, foreign fashion, and passed a pleasant hour 
in the club-house. On their return to the hotel the 
visitors were treated to a special exhibition of the 
workings of the New-York Fire Department, ar- 

anged for their benefit. 

This morning the company will embark on the 
ships-of-war Vandalia and Kearsarge to be con- 
veyed to West Point, where they will witness a re- 
view of the troops. The night will be passed at 
Cozzens’s Hotel, and early Saturday morning the 

French guests and the Reception Committee, with 
a few specially invited citizens, will take the spe- 
cial train provided by Mr. Vanderbilt and proceed 
to Niagara Fails, where they will remain a few days. 

A preliminary meeting of members of various 
German societies was held last evening at the Turn 
Hall, in Fourth-street, to make arrangements for 
giving a reeeption to the representatives of the 
family of Baron Steuben, who have been invited 
by the State Department to come to the United 
States and participate in the celebration of the 
Yorktown Centennial. Among the societies repre- 
sented were the Steuben Schuetzen and the vet- 
erans of the old and new Steuben regiments. Sixt 
Carl Kapff was in the chair. Resolutions were 
adopted to the effect that when the representatives 
of the Steuben family arrive in this country they 
shal) be formally received by a committee of their 
countrymen who are now citizens of the United 
States.

PREPARATIONS AT YORETOWN. 

A CIKCULAR FOR THE GUIDANCE OF VISIT- 
ING MILITARY ORGANIZATIONS AND 
OTHERS. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—The following circu- 


the Centennial Commission: 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 30, 1881. 

The location of the various Statesin iine of camp 
at Yorktown will be governed by the adoption by 
the States of the Constitution and of their admis- 
sion tothe Union. The extreme right is held by 
the regular Army, the head-quartersa of the com- 
manding General being at the apex of the triangu- 
lar space occupled by it, followed from right to left 
by the veterans from the ** Homes’’—Georgia, New- 
Jersey, Delaware, 
Massachusettes, : 
New-Hamwpshire, Virginia, 
Carolina, Rhode Island, Vermont, Ken- 
tucky, and Michigan. States reporting 
after this date will be assigned to the space to the 
left of the regular troops. Water-pipes pass 
through the camp of each State where, by means 
of siphons and hogsheads, water in abundance can 
be had at alltimes. Fuel will be piled in the rear 
of each State camp, and should, immediately upon 
their arrival, be taken charge of by the Quarter- 
master of the troops occupying the ground. Tents 
will be pitched to the extent calied for by the Ad- 
jutants-General of States, ditched, and supplied 
With straw by the commission, but, exceptizg in 
the case of the tents for the Governors, will not be 
floored. A staff officer representing each State 
should be on the ground at least three days in 
advance of the troops from his State, and this 
officer should know aig ee J what is required for 
them, viz., whether the formation isto be that of 
a brigade, regiment, battalion, or company, and 
the number, of men attached to field, staff, rank 
and file, 38 well as the number attached to the 
military staff of the Governor, and of civic officials 
and guests accompanying him. This officer, on 
arriving at Yorktown should report to Capt. L. C. 
Forsyth, Assistant Quartermaster United States 
Army, who has charge of the construction of 
Troops arriving by rail will be 
landed at the gate of tha camp, and their 
commanding officer will at once report his 
arrival to Gen. Hancock before entering ths 
grounds. The staff officer from the State should be 
present to receive him and conduct him to his posi- 
tion incamp. The same course will be observed 
by troops arriving by water. Commanding officers 
of troops en route when w®hin three hours’ ride 
from Yorktown should report their coming by tele- 
graph, addressed to the Master of Ceremonies, 
Yorktown, Va. if coming by water, they should 
telegraph the hour of leaving the last port. The 
grand military parade and review by the President 
of the United States will be held on Thursday, the 
20th of October. and it is especially desired that ail 
troops arrange to be on the ground to participate 
therein. Governors of States will exercise their 
jndement in the matter of parading with their

THE ENGLISH CRICKETERS. 
Seiad 
THEIR REMARKABLE BATTING AND FIELDING 
YESTERDAY. 

There could not have been a more glorious 
day for the sport nora finer display of skill at the 
bat and in the field than was furnished yesterday 
on the second day of the cricket-match on the St. 
George’s Club ground,in Hoboken,by Alfred Shaw's 
professional team against the New-York eighteen. 
When the stumps were drawn on Wednesday even- 
ing Ulyett and the redoubtable Australian player, 
Midwinter, were defending the wickets against the 
attacks of Kessler and Moeran. The real batting 


of the day then began, and there was great enthusi- 
asm on the part of the spectators. Midwinter 
opened the game, and was not retired until he had 
placed 63 to his oredit. Ulyett’s play wasa remark- 
able exhibttion of batting, combining all styles of 
“cuts,” * drives,” and ‘leg hits.” His extraordi- 
nary score opened on Wednesday with a ‘ two,” 
and two minutes later one of his ‘* drives’’ sent the 
ball over the ropes for 4. This score he repeated 
three times ae seat ef and on three different occa- 
sions sent the ball away over the heads of the 
fielders and bounding into the meadow beyond 
the fence boundaries. These strokes, which 
were all superb ‘“ by ‘hits,’ gave him alone 
18, according to the custom which awards 6 tora 
ball sent over the fence and 4 for one struck over 
the ropes. Six times the player also sent the ball 
under the ropes, making 8 each time, but at length, 
just as he bade fair of scoring a century count, 
Campbell knocked out the middle stump of his 
wicket in as Handy and handsome a manner as one 
could wish to see. The bowler was applauded and 
the batter received a perfect ovation of eheers. He 
had been at the bat just three hours, and secured 
in that time a total of 86 runs. Emmett, who had 
replaced Ulyett’'s partner, Bates, also played in re- 
markable form, and swelled the score of his team 
by 21 rung, including four fine ‘cuts’ for 3, before 
Hooper caught him out off Campbell. 

At 2 o’elock the players adjourned for lunch- 
eon, and when, an hour later, they came 
back to pla their batting was not 80 
strong as before, although it was still very 
fine. The English team matntained their lead 
and won the game easily. The bowling analysis 
gives to Campbell the honors of the match for the 
home team, he taking 5 wickets at an expense 
of 38 runs out of 92 balls delivered, making also 5 
maiden overs. Smith comes next, with 3 wickets 
for 46runs out of a.total of 137 balls delivered 
and the top record of 18 maiden overs. Baillie 
took 1 wicket at an expense of 23 runs out of 36 
bails, and had 8 maidens, and Emmett also took a 
wicket, 34 runs being made off 72 balls delivered. 
He had also 2 maiden overs to bis credit. Mid- 
winter yesterday took 5 wickets for 14 runs only 
out of 72 balls delivered, and made 10 maiden 
overs, while Peate, out of 70 balls delivered, took 
8 wickets at an expense of but 30 runs, and placed

A TROPHY FOR 1HE ATALANTAS. 

A memento of the Marquis de Lafayette’s 
visit to this country in 1826is to be presented to 
the Atalanta Boat Club‘at its Fall regatta to-mor- 
row afternoon.

pavilion and a smal] boaton the grounds of the 
present representative of the Lafayette family. 
Senator Lafayette. It was made for the oldest 
boating organization in America, and so goes 
to the Atalantas, The picture represents the 
rowing-boat known az a “gig,” in which four 
Whitehall watermen rowed against and van- 
quished four sailors of the British frigate Hussar 
in New-York Harbor, in 1825. A year later, when 
Gen. Lafayette visited America, he was rowed 
about the harbor in the same boat and by the same 
men. When he returned to France the boat was 
presented to him, and he took it across the ocean 
with him and gave it a place in his grounds, build- 
ing a pavilion over it to preserve it. The pavilion 
and the boat are still in good repair, and the pic- 
ture will be presented to the Atalanta Club to- 
morrow afternoon after the races by Mr. Fernando 
Jones, to whom it was sent by Senator Lafayette.

LARGE FIRE IN PULASE]I.

BUSINESS PLACES DESTROYED—THE 
Loss aBouT $175,000. 

OsweEco, Oct. 6.—The village of Pulaski, in 
this county, was to-day visited by the most de 
structive fire that has ever occurred there, destroy- 
ing the greater part of the business portion of the 
place. Tho fire broke out about 4 o'clock this 
morning in the rear of M. L. Holiis’s grocery and 
got under great headway before assistance ar- 
rived. The buildings near were mostly of wood 


and the fire soon spread to the Salmon River House, 
the largest hotel in the village, and continued to 
spread in all directions until it had entirely con- 
sumed all the buildings in three large blocks.

HON. JOHN GELSTON FLOYD. 

The Hon. John Gelston Floyd died at his res- 
idence in Mastic, Long Isldnd, yesterday, at the age 
of 75. Mr. Floyd was bornin Mastic in 1806, and 
was a son of Col. Nicoll Floyd and grandson of 
William Floyd, one of the signers of the Declara- 
tion of Independence. His mother was a daughter 
of Mr. David Gelston, who was for some years Col- 
lector of the port of New-York. Mr. Floyd was ed- 
ucated at Hamilton College, graduated in 1824, and 


studied law in the office of Gen. Joseph Kirkland, 
of Utica, whose daughters Miss Sarah Kirkland, he 
afterward married. He practiced iaw in Utica for 
several years, at a time when the Oneida Bar boatt- 
ed such names as Hiram Denio, Joshua A. Spencer, 
Charles P. Kirkland, William Curtis Noyes, Horatio 
Seymour, William Tracy, and Charles Tracy. Mr. 
Floyd entered actively into polities as a Democrat 
in 1839, and was twice elected to Congress, in 1839 
and 1841, from the Oneida District, since famous 
for such representative men as Horatio Sey- 
mour, Roscoe Conkling, and Francis Ker- 
nan. In 1848 Mr. Floyd moved to the family 
place at Mastic, Long Island, where he lived until 
the time of his death. He still took an active part 
{n politics, and was once elected as State Senator, 
and again in 1851 as member of Congress. On the 
formation of the Republican Party Mr. Floyd was 
one of its hearty supporters, for, although he was 
brought up on Long Island, amid surroundings 
which were almost identical with the Southern 
agp on pe style in the days of slavery, he said that 

e could nolonger adheretothe doctrine of the 
Democratic Party when that party had become 
thoroughly committed to the support of negro 
slavery. Withthat wing of the party which op- 
posed slavery, then represented by Mr. William C. 
Bryant and his associates, Mr. Floyd cast his lot. 
The wing inthe Fremont campaiga of 1856 voted 
with the new Republican Party on the side of 
‘free soil, free speech, free men.” In 1857 Mr. 
Floyd had aslight shock of paralysis, his health 
became utterly broken down, and he has ever since 
been an invalid, unable to take any part in public 
affairs. His death was not unexpected by his 
friends. The funeral will take place at Mastic on 
Saturday at1 P.M. The family left by Mr. Floyd 
consists of three sons, two of whom are engaged 
in businessin this City, and two daughters, Mrs. 
W. BR, Dana, of Englewood, N.J., and Mrs. H. B. 
Turner, of this City.

ARIZONA INDIAN TROUBLES. 
THE COMMAND OF THE DEPARTMENT—INDI- 
ANS BREAKING UP INTO 8MALL BANDS. 

San Francisco, Oct. 6.—A Tucson dispatch 
says: ‘* Ithas been reported that a change of com- 
manders in Arizona has taken place, Col. Macken- 
zie succeeding Gen. Willcox, and that Col. Macken- 
zie has placed Major Biddle under arrest on the 
representations of Agent Tiffany that the Major’s 
action caused the late outbreak of the Chiricahuas.” 
A special to the Star from Camp Willcox says: 


““Major Biddie has not been placed under arrest 
either by Col. Mackenzie or any oneelse. Gen. Will- 
cox is commanding the Department of Arizona and 
not Col. Mackenzie. Col. Mackenzie, who is Gen. 
Willeox’s junior, was sent to the department with 
apartof his own regiment, the Fourth Cavalry. 
Being the senior officer, except Gen. Willcox, in 
this department, it was requested that he should 
be placed in personal command of the operations 
in the field under Gen. Willeox, who retains com- 
mand of the department, which, of course, includes 
Col. Mackenzie and his operations.” 

Aspecial from Benson says: ‘*Two men were 
found murdered this morning about three miles 
south of Benson, west of the Tombstone road. It 
is supposed that they were killed by indians. There 
are indications that the fight on Tuesday evening 
in the Dragoon Mountains has completely broken 
up the hostiles, and caused them to break up into 
smail straggling bands, which, of course, can be 
of little danger, and can be soon annibilated.” 

A dispatch from Willcox. Arizona. says: ‘‘The 
following information has been obtained from one 
of Bernard’s command, who came in this morning 
escorting some wounded men. He says that from 
the time the command left Dragoon Station the 
troops went on a gallop until the Indians were dis- 
covered at the foot of the hills. They drove them 
toward the plains, when the Indians commenced 
throwing away their property. On their trail were 
found provisions, blankets, and moccasins, and 
money in buck-skin bags. A scout took from the 
body of an Indian his discharge as ascout froma 
New-Mexican company. Two cavalrymen were 
wounded and are now here—one shot through the 
leg, the other through the wrist. Reports received 
this morning from Dragoon Summit state thata 
wounded Indian scout came to the section-house 
there and said that the troops and the Indians fought 
again last night back of the first range of mountains, 
supposed to be Cachis’s stronghold.”

STRIKERS AND THEIR DEMANDS. 

PHILADELPAIA, Oct. 6.—Th’s morning a 
number of the striking printers gathered in groups 
around the street corners and discussed the situa- 
tion of affairs.

.. Ths weather having moderated considera- 
bly, there was less discomfort in visiting Jerome 
Park yesterday than on the preceding day, when 
‘the wind whistled fiercely through the stand and 
jtore the awnings from their fastenings, Still there 
was but a moderate attendance of spectators, the 
«lub-house bluff wearing that deserted look which 
has distinguished the spot during the meeting. 
The programme cailed for five contests, the most 
Important one being the renewal of the Grand Na- 
tional Handicap, which, however, was easily cap- 
fured by Monitor. The only contest that aroused 
jany enthusiasm was the fourth race, of a mile and 
‘an eighth, which had eight competitors, and which 
Sweet Home won in fine style. The fayorites won 
four of the five races.

TRIAL OF MARTIN KENKOWSEI IN JERSEY 
GITY—THE TESTIMONY YESTERDAY. 

At the trial, in the Hudson County Court 
of Oyer and Terminer, Jersey City, yesterday, of 
Martin Kenkowski, for the murder of Mina Muller 
in the Guttenburg woods, in May last, Mrs. Sarah 
Rigler, who directed Kenkowski and his victim to 
the Rev. Mr. Mahon that the marriage between 
them might be solemnized, continued her testl- 
mony. She found Dr. Mahon, she said, in the 
chureh-yard, and said to him, “Here is a lady, 
Doctor, who wishes to see you.”” The man lagged 
behind. Aftershe had introduced the woman to 
Dr. Mahon Mrs. Rigler went away, but she after- 
ward saw the two strangers pass through the 
gate in front of the parsonage into the house, and 


that was the last she saw of them. Bertram Crane, 
a son of the Morgue-keeper Crane, of Hoboken, tes- 
tified to the removal of the mangled remains from 
the woods in which they lay to the Morgue. 
Dr. Charles B. Converse was the next witness 
called. As County Physician he had made a post- 
mortem examination of the remains. Except the 
maxilary bone, every bone in the skull was broken, 
and Dr. Converse thought by such stones as were 
produced in court—the weapons with which the 
murder is supposed to have been committed. 

**Did you preserve the skuli?’’ asked District 
Attorney McGill. Dr. Converse had, and leaning 
over he lifted from the floor a band-box he had 
carried with him to the stand and placed it on the 
little tabie in front of him. 

“Oh!” exclaimed Judge Hoffman, throwing out 
his open hands and turning his head as though to 
big off a hornibie vision, ‘‘Is it necessary to show 
that?” 

‘It is necessary to show this jury the nature of 
these wounds,” was Mr. McGill’s reply. Ex-Judge 
Hoffman made no further protest. 

“The court is not delicate about it,” interposed 
Judge Knapp. ‘Counsel may retire if they do not 
want to look at the skull.” 

“I think we shall have to,” said ex-Judge Hoff- 
man, and then, suiting his actions to his words, he 
arose from his chair and, followed by his volunteer 
assoviate, Breglieb, hid himself behind the Juuge’s 
bench. Meanwhile, Dr. Converse opened the box 
and removed the skull for the exhibition. 

John E. Schuman, the witness to the marriage 
between Kenkowski and Mrs. Muller, was next 
called to the stand. He went in at the invitation 
of the Rev. Mr. Mahon, who wanted him to act as 
interpreter as well as witness to the ceremony. 
When the Rev. Mr. Mahon asked if Kenkowski had 
ever been married before, both responded no. 


She alone responded to the question as 
to her previous marriage. When Mrs. 
Muller left Dominie Mahbon’s house to get 


change, she went to Edward Zabel’s saloon. There 
she purchased the bottie of Rhine wine, which, 
being found near the bo¢ly after the murder, aided 
very materially in establishing her identity and un- 
weaving the tragic story of her death. Zabel was 
called to the stand after Mr. Schuman, and he tes- 
tified that on the afternoon of May 3 Mrs. Muller— 
ora Woman wearing such garments as the dummy 
in the court-room was arrayed in—entered his sa- 
loon. She wanted a bottle of Rhine wine. She 
had said, by the way, at Dr. Mahon’s house that 
she proposed to purchase a bottle of Rhine wine. 
She told Zabel that she had just been married and 
wanted to ‘treat’ the party that gathered at the 
ceremony. She drew a five-dollar go!d piece from 
her well-filled purse. Zabel had neither wine nor 
change and he sent his little daughter out for both. 
While Mrs, Muller awaited the little girl’s return 
she drew a gold watch from her waist-band and 
looked at the time. 

Afterthe marriage the couple started eastward 
toward the Weehawken ferry, itis presumed. On 
their way they stopped at a saloon kept by Garret 
Finck, on the corner of Jefferson-street and Pearce- 
avenue. The first clue to the identity of the mur- 
dered woman was furnished by Mrs, Finck. She 
remembered the white feather and black bonnet 
Mrs. Muller had worn; she remembered her neat 
personal appearance, her festive and blithesome 
humor; the bottle of Khine wine she carried with 
her, and that she supplied the woman witha frag- 
ment of an old paperto wrapitin. Whenthe paper 
andthe Rhine wine bottle were foundin the woods 
Mrs. Finck connected them with the couple who 
had been at her saloon 10 days before, and so gave 
to the detectives working on the case the first 
valuable clue they secured. She testified yester- 
day that when the woman reached her saloon she 
said she was tired and hungry. Mrs. Finck offered 
her bread and she called herself for beer. The 
man was moody and silent, and kept his face 
turned out of the window. The woman was chatty 
and vivacious. She had not yet opened the Rhine 
wine bottle, and was furnished with a corkscrew 
to draw the cork. She drank the wine and she 
drank the beer and ate the bread. Kenkowski 
drank soda water only and ate nothing. Witness 
identified the clothing on the lay figure in the 
court-room, and said that Kenkowski was the man 
who was with the woman who had worn tho 
clothing. 

Jacob La Croix met the couple after they had 
left Finck’s. The woman, he testified,fwas alittle 
happy, but the man, who had her by one arm, kept 
his eyes bent to the ground. 

The trial was at this point adjourned forthe day.

BEVIEW OF THE TROOPS BY THE DISTIN- 


GUISHED FRENCH VISITORS. 


Fifth-avenue, from Twenty-third to Fiftieth 
streets, was thronged yesterday afternoon with 
people who assembled to witness the parade of the 
First Division, N. G. 8. N. Y., 1n honor of the dis- 
tinguished French visitors. The French tri-color 
floated from allofthe public and many of the 
private buildings along the avenue. The troops 
assembled in line at 3 o’clock on Fifth-avenue from 
Fortieth to Fifty-eighth street, and presented 


arms while the French party in carriages reviewed 
them. The leading carriage was occupied by Ad- 
miral Halligon, of the French Navy, Gov. Cornell 
and Adjt.-Gen. Frederick Townsend. The Ad- 
miral's staff, paired with the other members of the 
Governor's staff, among whom were Gen. Lloyd 
Aspinwall, Gen. D. D. Wylie, and Gen. A. C. 





Barnes, filled the remaining carriages. After this 
ceremony was concluded, the officers rode 
back to the grand stand, where they re- 


viewed the troops as they passed down the 
avenue. The grand stand was draped in red, white, 
and blue cambric. The French tri-colors, combined 
with American flags, fioated from the four corners 
of the structure. Among the officers in uniform 
on the stand were Gen. Hancock and ataff, Ad- 
miral Wyman, Rear-Admiral McCrea, Capts, Meade, 
White, and Totten, of the North Atlantic Squad- 
ron, and Capts. Weile and Fairier, of the Garde 
Lafayette. There were also present Senator 
Warner Miller, United States Attorney Ten- 
ney, Police Commissioner Mason, Fire Com- 
missioner Gorman, ex-Judge John Fitch, Sen-

FREDERICK A. CONKLING’S ORATION—DATES: 


FOR PRIMARIES FIXED. 


A meeting of the General Committee of the 
Demooratic Organization of the City and County of 
New-York, better known as the Irving Hall 
Democracy, was held in Irving Hall last evening, 
Sheriff Peter Bowe presiding.
